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The  following  General  Public  Laws  passed  at  the  One  Han- 
dred  and  Seventh  Legislature,  are  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  act  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  public  printing,"  approved 
March  23d,  A.  D.  1883,  which  provides  "that  the  laws  shall  be 
collated  and  indexed  under  the  two  heads  of  Greneral  Public 
Acts,  Special  Public  and  Private  Acts." 

The  Greneral  Public  Laws  are  printed  in  the  front  part  of  the 
volume. 

The  Joint  Resolutions  and  Proclamations  by  the  Governor  are 
placed  next  after  the  General  Public  Laws,  followed  by  a  Table 
of  Contents  and  Index. 

The  Special  Public  and  Private  Acts  follow  in  the  order  of 
their  approval,  and,  with  Table  of  Contents  and  General  Index 
of  all  the  laws,  &c.,  complete  the  same.

CHAPTER  I. 


A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relative  to 
sales  of  land  under  a  public  statute  or  by  virtue  of  any 
judicial  proceeding/'  approved  March  twenty-seventh,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

Whereas,  The  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  re-  Preamble, 
cited  in  the  title  of  this  act,  and  the  provisions  of  the  act 
amendatonr  thereof,  approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  require  advertisements  to 
be  published  at  least  four  weeks  successively,  once  a  week, 
next  preceding  the  time  appointed  for  selling  the  same,  in 
two  newspapers,  which  provisions  have  not  in  all  cases 
been  known  and  complied  with,  whereby  titles  of  certain 
lands  may  be  deemed  defective ;  therefore,

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  in  this  state  to  issue  and  dispose 
of  water  bonds  or  water  scrip  to  renew  certain  water  bonds 
or  water  scrip. 


Authoriaedto  1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
•Sp  to  renew  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  where  water  bonds  or  water 
Indebtedness,    g^jpjp  ]^q;^q  heretofore  been  l^ally  issued  by  any  city  board 

or  board  of  water  commissioners,  and  any  city  in  this  state 
is  now  liable  for  the  payment  thereof,  or  for  the  payment  of 
money  borrowed  to  pay  said  bonds,  that  the  municipal  board 
of  any  such  city  having  the  management  and  control  of  the 
finances  of  said  city,  may,  without  the  action  of  any  other 
board,  renew  such  indebtedness  or  any  part  thereof  by  the 
issuing  for  that  purpose  of  bonds  or  water  scrip,  to  be  known 
as  water  bonds  or  water  scrip ;  such  bonds  or  water  scrip  to 
be  issued  in  the  corporate  name  of  such  city,  signed  by  the 
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mayor  and  city  clerk  of  such  city,  and  signed,  attested  and 
countersimed  by  such  other  city  officials  (if  any)  as  the  board 
having  the  control  and  management  of  the  finances  of  such 
city  may  direct ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  mandatory  upon  any 
city  official  named  in  such  resolution,  without  the  action  of 
any  other  city  board,  to  forthwith  sign  and  countersign  the 
same  as  therein  directed,  which  water  bonds  or  water  scrip 
shall  be  made  payable  in  not  less  than  twenty  and  not  more  Bonds,  when 
than  forty  years,  and  draw  such  interest,  not  exceeding  five  ^*" 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  be  issued  in  such  sums  not  less  Rateofinterart 
than  one  hundred  'dollars  each,  and  in  such  form  as  said  ci^ 
board  shall  by  resolution  determine ;  and  such  water  bonds 
or  water  scrip  may  be  coupon  or  registered,  or  both,  and  con-

power  to  direct  that  an  amount  to  be  named  shall  be  raised 
each  year  by  taxation  for  that  purpose.

An  Act  for  the  punishment  of  cruelty  to  children. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  whoever,  having  the  care, 
custody  or  control  of  any  child  within  the  state,  shall  will- 
fiiUy  cause  or  permit  the  life  of  such  child  to  be  endangered, 
or  its  health  to  be  injured,  or  who  shall  willfully  cause  or 
permit  such  child  to  be  placed  •  in  such  situation  that  its  life 
may  be  endangered,  or  its  health  injured,  or  who  shall  will- 
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fbllj^  malicioiisly^  or  in  a  cruel  aiid^iDhumaii  manner  beat^ 
whip,  or  punish  any  child  so  as  to  endaneer  its  life  or  injure 
its  health,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  SodetieB  may

this  act,  and  may  aid  in  bringing  the  facts  before  such  court 
or  magistrate  in  any  proceeding  taken  under  this  act. 

That  whenever,  upon  conviction  of  Chiw  to  be 
any  person  of  a  criminal  assault  upon  any  child  in  his  or  or^uiasyiwn, 
her  custody,  the  court  or  magistrate  before  whom  such  con-  ^J^f  certain 
viction  is  had  shall  deem  it  desirable  for  the  welfare  of  such 

child  that  the  person  so  convicted  shall  be  deprived  of  its 
custody  thereafter,  such  court  or  magistrate  may  commit 
such  child  to  any  orphan  asylum,  chilob^n's  home,  or  other 
charitable  institution  for  its  best  care,  welfare  and  protec- 
tion. I 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeit-  Fines,  bow  dia- 
ures  imposed  and  collected  in  any  case  where  any  society,  p^*®^^'* 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  mentioned  in  the 

first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  complainant — shall  inure  to 
such  society,  in  aid  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  incorpo- 
rated ;  all  other  fines,  pensdties  and  forfeitures  imposed  and 
collected  by  any  court  or  magistrate,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  township  wherein  the 
conviction  shall  be  had,  to  be  applied  by  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  such  city  or  township. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  public  act,  and  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
S*cVpS2di^e:  of  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey,  That  whenever  in  any  city  of  the 
second  class  Uie  annual  appropriation  for  the  police  departs 
ment  for  the  current  year  shall  have  been  or  may  be  ex- 
hausted^ it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  aldermen  or 
common  council  of  such  city,  by  resolution,  to  authorize  the 
appropriation  and  expenditure  of  such  additional  sum  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
police  department  for  the  remainder  of  said  current  year; 
and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  sufficient  surplus  money  in  the 
city  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  answer  such  ad- 
ditional expenditure,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  authorities  of 
the  city  to  provide  therefor  by  a  temporary  loan  or  loans, 
and  the  amount  of  such  loan  or  loans  shall  be  incorporated 
in  the  next  annual  tax  levy. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

Sixth  Raiment  Infantry,  Second  Brigade,  National  Guard 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  Company  B  of  said  regiment,  being  the  amount  of

facts  on  the  record,  such  suit  shall  be  continued  against  the 
new  receiver  for  such  corporation  appointed  by  the  chancel- 
lor, or  against  such  corporation  in  case  no  new  receiver  shall 
be  or  shall  have  been  appointed,  as  if  such  death  had  not 
happened.

twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  board  of  freeholders  of 
such  county  may,  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  four-fifths 
of  all  its  members,  issue  bonds  to  the  aggregate  amount 
required  to  repair  or  rebuild   the   building  or  buildings, 
bridge  or  bridges,  culvert  or  culverts  so  suddenly  destroyed, 
which  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  periods  of  time 
not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and 
bear  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  be  issued  in  such  denominations  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  be  either  coupon  or 
roistered  bonds,  as  the  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  shall 
by  resolution  determine.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  company  or 
corporation  running  ferry  boats  to  charge  or  receive  more 
than  five  cents  for  the  transportation  of  one  passenger  on 
said  ferry  boats  across  any  river  or  stream  in  this  state,  or 
across  any  river  or  stream  between  this  state  and  the  adjoin- 
ing states,  where  the  distance  is  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  three  and  a  half  miles,  under  the  penalty  often  dollars 
for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  by  the  person  so  aggrieved.

An  Act  for  the  classification  of  counties  of  this  state  for  all 
purposes  of  legislation  in  relation  thereto. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  the  classification  of  the  counties  of  this  state  shall, 
for  all  purposes  of  legislation  in  relation  thereto,  be  as  fol- 
lows, viz.,  counties  of  the  first  class,  counties  of  the  second 
class,  counties  of  the  third  class,  counties  of  the  fourth  class. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  "  counties  of  the  first  class  '^ 
shall  consist  of  all  counties  in  this  state  that  have  within 
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their  territorial  limits  a  population  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants ;  that  '^  counties  of  the  second 
class"  shall  consist  of  counties  in  this  state  that  have  a 
population  within  their  territorial  limits  of  not  less  than  fifly 
thousand,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifly  thousand 
inhabitants;  and  that  ''counties  of  the  third  class"  shall 
consist  of  counties  in  this  state  that  have  a  population  within 
their  territorial  limits  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand,  nor 
more  than  fifly  thousand  inhabitants;  and  that  ''counties 
of  the  fourth  cl&ss"  shall  consist  of  all  counties  in  this  state 
not  embraced  within  either  the  first,  second,  or  third  class, 
as  herein  distinguished. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  a  sufficient  classifi-  J^aJJ^J^ 
oation  of  counties  to  which  any  law  hereafter  enacted  shall  daasiflcation. 
apply,  to  refer  in  any  such  ^  law  to  counties  under  the  classi- 
fication herein  provided  by  the  classification  herein  desig- 
nated, and  such  law  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  and 
embrace  all  counties  of  the  class  referred  to  in  the  act ;  and 

all  courts  of  this  state  shall  take  notice  of  this  classification, 
and  construe  all  l^islation  founded  upon  the  classification 
herein  designated,  as  if  this  act  were  a  part  of  the  law  under 
consideration,  when  any  law  passed  on  tne  basis  of  the  classi- 
fication in  this  act  shall  in  any  wise  be  called  in  question.

CHAPTER  LVII. 

An  Act  to  limit  the  age  and  employment  hours  of  labor  of 
children,  minors  and  women,  and  to  appoint  an  inspector 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  same. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  Boyorgiri 
of  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey ,  That  after  the  fourth  day  of  July,  age^Sotto^" 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  no  boy  under  f^^^ST®^  ^^ 
the  age  of  twelve  years,  nor  any  girl  under  fourteen  years 
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of  age,  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop,  mine, 
or  establishment  where  the  manufacture  of  any  goods  what- 
ever is  carried  on. 

2.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousiind  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  no  child 
between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fifteen  years  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  factory,  workshop,  mine,  or  establishment 
where  the  manufacture  of  any  kinds  of  goods  whatever  is 
carried  on,  unless  such  child  shall  have  attended,  within 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  such  employment, 
some  public  day  or  night  school,  or  some  well  recognized 
private  school ;  such  attendance  to  be  for  five  days  or  even- 
ings every  week  daring  a  perioil  of  at  least  twelve  consecu- 
tive weeks,  which  may  be  divided  into  two  terms  of  six 
consecutive  weeks  each,  so  far  as  the  arrangement  of  school 
terms  will  permit,  and  unless  such  child,  jor  his  parents  or 
guardian  shall  have  presented  to  the  manufacturer,  mer- 
chant, or  other  employer  seeking  to  employ  such  child,  a 
certificate  giving  the  name  of  his  parents  or  guardian,  tlie 
name  and  number  of  the  schools  attended,  and  the  number 
of  weeks  in  attendance,  such  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the 
teacher  or  teachers  of  such  child ;  provided^  that  in  ciise  the 
age  of  the  child  be  not  known,  such  teacher  shall  certify  that 
the  age  given  is  the  true  age,  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  knowl- 
edge and  belief;  provided,  that  in  case  of  orphan  children, 
where  necessity  may  seem  to  require,  the  guardian  or  others 
having  cliarge  of  the  same  may,  upon  application  to  the 
inspector  provided  for  in  this  act,  receive  from  him  a  permit 
for  the  employment  of  such  child  or  children,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Kiid  inspector  may  prescribe. 

3.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  no  child  or  children  under  the 
age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory, 
workshop,  mill,  or  establishment  where  the  manufacture  of 
any  kind  of  goods  is  carried  on,  for  a  longer  period  than  an 
average  of  ten  hours  in  a  day,  or  sixty  hours  in  a  week. 

That  every  manufacturer,  merchant 
or  other  employer  employing  any  person  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  viola- 
tion hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction be  fined  for  each  offense  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of 
payment  of  the  same,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
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for  Dot  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  and  that 
every  head  of  a  family,  pan^nt  or  guardian,  who  knowingly 
permits  the  employment  of  such  children  shall  be  likewise 
subject  to  a  fine  oi  not  more  than  twenty-five  nor  less  than 
ten  dollars  for  every  child  so  employed,  and  for  each  oifense, 
and  in  default  of  such  payment  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more 
than  twenty  days ;  a  certificate  of  the  age  of  the  minor  made 
by  him  or  her,  and  by  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian  at  the 
time  of  employment,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  age 
of  such  minor  upon  any  trial  for  the  violation  of  this  act ; 
provided  J  that  the  provisions  in  this  act  in  relation  to  the  ptoyIk). 
nours  of  employment  shall  not  apply  to  or  aifect  any  person 
engaged  in  preserving  perishable  goods  in  fruit-canning 
establishments.

by  any  corporation  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  the

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Stevens  batter}-,  and  appropriating 

the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof. 

Whereas,  It  appears  by  the  opinion  of  the  supreme  court  Preamble, 
of  the  United  States,  in  a  suit  wherein  Anna  A.  Clarkson 
and  others  are  plaintiffs  in  error,  and  Mai*tha  B.  Stevens 
and  others  are  defendants  in  error,  that "  Edwin  A.  Stevens 
died  August  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  and  by  his  will,  conceiving  himself  to  be  the 
owner  of  the  unfinished  vessel  of  which  he  had  been  in 

Eossession  since  the  death  of  his  brother,  and  claiming  aj^ 
is  residuary  l^atee^  he  directed  his  executors  to  complete 
it  on  his  genersd  plans,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  one  million 
dollars,  and  then  to  offer  it  to  the  state  of  New  Jersey  as 
a  present;  the  executors,  after  having  expended  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen 
dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  upon  the  vessel,  found  that 
they  could  not  finish  it  for  the  amount  of  money  to  which 
they  were  limited,  and  discontinued  the  work;  in  the 
meantime  the  state  of  New  Jersey  had  accepted  the  be- 
quest, and  the  consent  of  congress  thereto  was  given ; " 
and  wJiereas,  the  decree  of  the  court  of  chancery  was 
affirmed  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  mandates  issued  February  seventh,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-three,  to  the  court  of  chancery  of  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  in  order  that  execution  and  proceed- 
ings may  be  had  in  the  said  cause  in  conformity  to  the 
judgment  and  decree  of  said  supreme  court ;  and  whereasy 
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'  pending  said  proceedings,  an  order  was  made  by  the  chan- 

cellor of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  April  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  for  the  sale  of  said 
batterj',  and  said  battery  was  sold  under  said  order  Sep- 
tember twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty,  by  Washington  B.  Williams,  as  special  master,  and 
the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  after  deducting  the  expenses 
thereof,  were  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
chancery,  to  be  held  in  place  of  said  battery  subject  to  the 
further  order  of  the  chancellor  in  relation  thereto;  and 
whereas,  under  said  order  said  sale  was,  upon  application, 
approved  by  said  chancellor;  and  whereas,  the  executors 
of  Edwin  A.  Stevens  are  now  ready  to  execute  such  con- 
veycmce  or  instrument  as  may  be  pro})er ;  and  irhereas,  it 
is  proper  that  the  money  arising  from  said  sale  should  be 
paid  mto  the  treasury  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  and 
appropriated  to  some  special  purpose ;  therefore, 
Acceptonceby  1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Ansembly 
^ceedsof  ^  of  th-e  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  state  of  New  Jersey 
**^®-  hereby  accepts  the  prooeecis  of  the  sale  of  said  battery  now

1.  Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  Authorized  to 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  conatmct  road. 

E  i 
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of  the  boards  of  chosen  freeholders  in  counties  of  the  first 
class  in  this  state,  at  any  time  hereafter,  when  it  shall  be 
deemed  advisable  and  for  the  best  interests  of  such  county^ 
to  lay  out,  open,  construct,  improve  and  maintain  a  public 
road  in  each  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  first  class  iu 
this  state,  extending  through  such  county,  in  any  direction, 
from  one  boundary  line  to  the  other  of  such  county  of  the 
first  class ;  and  each  of  said  boards  of  chosen  freeholders  in 
the  respective  counties  of  the  first  class  in  this  state  are 
hereby  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  and 
expedient  to  lay  out,  open,  construct,  pave,  flag,  macadamize^ 
or  otherwise  improve  and  maintain  such  public  road  and 
make  the  surveys  for  the  same. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders in  any  county  of  the  first  class  in  this  state  shall 
have  power  to  open  such  road  by  taking  all  the  lands,, 
buildings  and  improvements  within  the  lines  of  such  road, 
making  compensation  for  any  which  have  not  been  heretofore 
dedicated,  opened  or  taken  io  or  for  public  use;  pravided,  that 
no  person  in  possession  of  any  dwelling-house,  store  or  shop^ 
shall  h^  disturbed,  nor  any  dwelling-house,  store,  shop,, 
church,  engine  or  school-house  or  other  public  structure  to- 
be  taken  down,  removed  or  destroyed,  before  the  expiration 
of  one  month  aft^r  compensation  therefor  shall  be  determined 
and  paid  or  tendered  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  proindedy 
alsOy  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  any  of  the 
public  buiMings  belonging  to  such  county ;  and  provided, 
that  the  width  of  said  road  shall  be  one  hundred  feet,  and 
no  more  nor  no  less. 

3.  And  be  U  enacted,  That  said  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders, afl^r  its  determination  to  lay  out  any  such  road^ 
shall,  as  soon  as  it  conveniently  can,  proceed  to  lay  out  such 
road  in  the  following  manner :  they  shall  in  the  first  place 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  survey  of  such  road,  with  a  map 
thereof,  showing  the  termini  and  route  of  such  road,  includ- 
ing the  courses  and  distances  and  the  various  improvements 
through  which  the  same  will  pass,  and  also  the  names  of  the 
several  owners  of  lands  proposed  to  be  taken  therefor,  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  conveniently  ascertained,  and  showing  the 
width  of  such  road,  which  shall  be  one  hundred  feet  in  width ; 
and  after  the  completion  of  such  survey  and  map  it  shall  be 
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filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  board  for  public 
inspection  ;  provided^  that  in  making  the  surveys  and  map  ProviM. 
of  the  same,  they  may  use  all  the  surveys  and  maps  that 
now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  or  filed  in  any  public 
office  of  such  county,  or  recorded  or  filed  in  any  public  office 
in  any  city,  town  or  township  in  such  county,  to  which  they 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times  have  full  access ;  provided,  that  ptoyIk). 
the  same  be  not  removed  from  such  office ;  and  providedy 
also,  that  the  said  board  may  include  in  any  such  road,  as  a 
part  thereof,  and  in  the  survey  and  map  thereof,  to  be  shown 
thereon,  any  road,  street,  highway  or  avenue,  or  part  thereof, 
already  laid  out,  opened  or  dedicated  in  such  county,  or  in 
any  city,  town  or  township  thereof,  to  public  use,  and  said 
board  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  such  road  and 
regulate  the  use  thereof  throughout  the  entire  length  thereof. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  so  soon  as  conveniently  can  be  Notice  to  be 
done  after  such  map  as  is  provided  for  in  the  third  section  Slrngome 
of  this  act,  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  before  ™*p- 
any  further  action  is  had  by  said  board  in  the  matter,  the 

said  board  shall  give  public  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the 
uewspapei^  published  and  circulating  in  the  said  county,  of 
the  filing  of  such  map  for  public  inspection,  which  said 
notice  shall  be  published  at  least  two  weeks,  and  which  said 
notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  said 
board  shall  meet  to  take  into  consideration  the  question 
whether  said  proposed  road  shall  be  laid  out  and  opened  or 
not,  which  said  meeting  shall  not  take  place  for  at  least  four 
weeks  from  the  time  of  filing  said  map  with  said  board,  and 
which  said  meeting  shall  be  open  and  public  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  and  considering  any  objection  in  writing  to  the 
opening  of  said  road,  or  to  the  course  or  location  thereof, 
which  may  be  presented  to  said  board  at  such  time  and 
place. 

5.  Anfl  be  it  enacted,  That  said  board,  afler  the  filing  of  May  alter  or 
said  map,  and  the  hearing  and  considering  any  objections  veyr.%!rafter 
which  may  be  presented,  shall  have  power  to  alter,  revise,  fl»ng'^f  map- 
correct  or  change  said  surveys  and  maps  as  to  course  and 

location  of  said  road,  and  adopt  the  course  and  location  as 
laid  down  originally  on  said  survey  and  map,  or  adopt  the 
course  and  location  as  altered,  revised,  corrected  or  changed, 
or  abandon  the  whole  project  entirely ;  provided,  that  if  the  Proyiao; 
same  be  so  abandoned,  such  abandonment  shall  in  no  case 
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be  construed  as  an  exhaustion  of  the  powers  of  said  board 
under  this  act,  but  said  board  may  at  any  time  oommenoe 
anew  imder  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  that  the  powers 
of  said  board  under  this  act  shall  be  treated  as  continuous 
until  such  road  shall  be  laid  out,  opened  and  improved  as 
aforesaid,  or  this  act  repealed. 

6.  And  be  it  enaeted,  That  after  said  board  shall  have 
heard  and  considered  any  objections  which  shall  as  aforesaid 
have  been  presented  to  them,  they  may,  if  they  deem  it  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  county,  revise,  alter  and  correct  said 
map  and  location  and  course  of  said  road,  and  order  all  such 
alterations  in  the  course  and  location  of  said  road,  and  if  it 
is  deemed  in  their  judgment  to  be  desirable,  declare  by  reso- 
lution of  such  board  that  said  road  shall  be  laid  out,  opened 
and  improved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  such  board,  their  agents,  engineers,  surveyors  and  others 
in  their  employ,  shall  have  full  power  at  all  times  to  enter 
upon  any  lands  fo^  any  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this 
act ;  that  any  land  and  real  estate  deemed  necessary  by  the 
said  board  for  the  laying  out,  opening,  construction,  improv- 
ing and  maintaining  such  road  or  any  part  the/eof,  may  be 
taken  therefor,  and  value  and  damage  assessed  be  allowed 
for  the  same,  in  the  manner  herein  provided — that  is  to  say, 
the  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  after  declaring  by  reso- 
lution that  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  and  openal,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  location  and  course  thereof,  shall  imme- 
diately, by  a  petition  in  writing  signed  by  the  director  and 
clerk  of  said  board,  make  application  to  the  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  holding  the  county  circuit  court  for  said 
county,  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  and  residents  in  such  county,  and  upon 
such  application,  when  so  presented,  said  justice  shall  make 
an  order  fixing  a  time  and  place  when  said  commissioners 
will  be  appointed,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  days 
from  the  making  of  such  application;  notice  of  which  said 
order  shall  be  published  in  at  least  three  newspapers  pub- 
lished and  circulated  in  said  county,  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  said  justice  may  direct,  for  a  time  not  less  than  two  weeks, 
of  the  particular  time  and  place  for  the  appointment  of  said 
commissioners,  at  which  time  an^  place,  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  to  him  of  the  publication  of  such  notice  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  appoint,  in  writing  under  his  hand,  three  dis- 
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interesiedy  impartial  and  judicious  freeholders,  residents  in 
such  county,  commissioners  to  examine  and  appraise  the 
value  of  the  land  and  real  estate  to  be  taken  for  the  laying 
out  and  opening  of  said  road  and  the  damage  to  be  done  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  by  taking  the  same,  upon  such 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  persons  interested  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  justice  making  said  appointment,  either  per-  • 
sonally,  by  publication  or  otherwise;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  Duty  of  com- 
of  the  said  commissioners  (having  first  taken  and  subscribed  ™*^<*°*"- 
an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  said  justice,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  discharge'  the  duties  of  their  appointment, 
which  oatlis  or  affirmations  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
said  board  of  chosen  freeholders)  to  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  and  proceed  to  view  and  examine  the  said 
lands  and  real  estate  to  be  taken  for  the  laying  out  and 
opening  of  said  road,  hear  the  statements  of  parties  interested, 
and  from  time  to  time  adjourn  the  said  examination  and 
hearing,  if  in  their  judgment  such  action  shall  be  necessary, 
and  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  estimate  or  appraisement  of 
the  value  of  the  lands  and  real  estate,  and  the  value  of  the 
interest  of  each  owner  of  the  land  and  real  estate  to  be  taken, 
and  the  datni^  to  be  done  to  each  owner  by  taking  the  same, 
considering  in  such  appraisal  the  condition  in  which  each 
owner's  parcel  will  be  left  after  taking  so  much  thereof  as 
will  be  necessary  for  said  opening ;  and  when  the  estates  in 
any  of  said  lands  and  real  estate  are  not  known,  they  shall 
appraise  the  value  and  damages  to  be  done  to  the  fee-simple 
(which  amounts  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders as  hereinafter  directed)  and  separate  appraisements 
made  for  each  separate  tract ;  and  said  commissioners  shall, 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  appointment, 
make  their  report  in  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals,  or 
any  two  of  them,  and  shall  file  the  same  within  ten  dlays  Report  to  be 
thereafter  in  the  clerk's  office  of  such  county,  and  remain  of  S^^^^k. 
record  therein,  together  with  their  appointment  and  proof  of 
potice  as  aforesaid,  as  directed  by  the  justice  aforesaid,  a  copy 
ofwhich,  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  county,  under  his  seal 
of^ffice,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  chosen  copy  to  be  filed 
freeholders,  and  by  him  presented  to  the  board  at  its  next  SoMdf"^^' 
meeting,  and  filed  of  record  in  his  office;  and  thereupon  and 
on  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  the  amount  awarded  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  is 
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hereby  empowered  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the 
lands  and  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  such 
county ;  and  the  said  report,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by 
the  clerk  of  such  county,  and  proof  of  payment  or  tender  of 
the  amount  awarded,  shall  at  all  times  be  construed  as 
plenaiy  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders to  have,  hold,  use,  occupy,  possess  and  enjoy  the 
said  lands  and  real  estate  for  the  uses  of  said  county ;  and 
Expenses  of  the  Said  justicc  of  the  supreme  court  shall,  upon  application 
how^iSd?'**"*  ^^  either  party,  and  on  rea.'^nable  notice  to  the  other,  tax 
and  allow  such  costs,  fees  and  expenses  to  the  commissioners 
or  others  performing  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this 
section  of  this  act,  as  he  shall  think  equitable  and  right, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  icounty  collector  upon  certificate 
Proviso.  of  such  justice ;  provided,  that  should  any  such  board  of 

chosen  freeholders  of  any  county  acting  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands,  feel  aggrieved 
by  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they 
may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  such  county  at  any  time 
witfiin  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  said  rejiort  by  said 
commissioners. 
Proceedings  in  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  appeal  from  the  decision 
caseo  appe  .  ^^  ^^  commissioners  appointed  under  the  preceding  section 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  in  the  form  of  a  petition  to 
said  court,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  circuit  court 
of  such  county;  and-  notice  in  writing  of  such  appeal  shall 
be  given  to  the  opposite  party  within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
thereof,  which  proceedings  shall  vest  in  the  circuit  court  full 
right  and  power  to  hear  and  adjudge  the  same,  and  to  direct 
a  proper  issue  for  the  trial  of  said  controversy  to  be  formed 
between  the  said  parties,  and  to  order  a  jury  to  be  struck 
and  a  view  of  the  premises  to  l)e  had,  and  the  said  issue  to 
be  tried  at  such  time  as  said  court  shall  order,  upon  the  like 
notice  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  issues  in  the  said 
court  are  tried ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  jury  to 
assess  the  value  of  the  said  land  and  damages  sustained,  and 
if  they  shall  find  a  greater  sum  than  the  said  commissioners 
shall  have  awarded  in  favor  of  the  said  owner  or  owners, 
then  judgment  thereon,  with  costs,  shall  be  entered  against 
said  board  of  cha^^en  freeholders,  and  execution  awarded 
therefor;  but  if  the  said  jury  shall  be  applied  for  by  the 
owner  or  owners,  and  shall  find  a  less  sum  than  the  said 
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commissioners  shall  have  awarded^  then  said  costs  shall  be 
paid  by  said  applicant  or  applicants,  and  either  deducted  out 
of  said  sum  found  by  the  said  jury  or  execution  awarded 
therefor,  as  the  said  court  shall  direct ;  but  such  application 
shall  not  preveBt  the  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  from 
taking  the  said  land  upon  the  filing  of  the  aforesaid  report 
as  aforesaid ;  provided^  that  in  no  case  whatever  shall  said  Proviso. 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  enter  upon  or  take  possession  of 
any  land  of  any  person  or  persons  until  they  have  paid  or 
tendered  to  the  party  or  parties  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
the  amount  assessed  by  the  commissioners  as  the  value  of 
such  lands  and  damages ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  proceed- 
ings of  appeal  stay  the  entry  upon  and  possession  by  such 
boards  of  the  lands  and  real  estate  so  as  aforesaid  taken  and 
appraised  for  the  laying  out  and  opening  of  said  road ;  and  Proviso. 
provided^  cdso,  that  if  any  party  entitled  to  the  payment  of 
the  amounts  so  as  aforesaid  assessed  shall  refuse  to  receive 
the  same,  be  out  of  the  state,  or  under  any  legal  disability, 
then  the  amount  assessed  or  found  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid 
to  and  kept  on  deposit  by  the  county  collector  of  any  such 
county  for  the  use  of  the  party  or  parties  entitled  to  receive 
the  same ;  andy  further,  that  the  party  or  parties  entitled  to  Proviso. 
receive  the  amount  assessed  by  the  commissioners  may,  upon 
tender  being  made,  receive  the  same  without  being  barred 
thereby  from  his  or  her  appeal  from  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners ;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  case  any  money  proviso. 
paid  to  or  deposited  as  aforesaid  with  the  county  collector 
shall  belong  to  any  infant,  insane  person  or  idiot,  said  money 
shall  be  paid  over  by  said  county  collector  to  any  guardian 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  such  infant's,  insane  person's  or 
idiot's  estate,  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  circuit  court 
that  such  guardian  has  filed  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to 
cover  said  amount,  with  the  court  or  surrogate  appointing 
such  guardian,  or  the  money  may,  by  said  court,  he  ordered 
to  be  invested  by  the  county  collector  for  the  benefit  of  such 
infant,  insane  person  or  idiot. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  have  a  Moitgafe,  life 
mortgage,  lease,  life  estate  or  any  other  estate  less  than  fee,  Slfd8token?to 
in  any  lands  taken,  said  estate  shall  be  appraised  by  the  ^e  deducted! 
commissioners,  or,  in  case  of  appeal,  by  the  jury,  and  deducted 
and  paid  out  of  the  amount  aasessed  or  awarded  for  the 
whole  fee. 
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9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  order  to  raise  money  to  pajr 
the  award  of  the  commissioners  or  assessment  of  damages 
by  a  jury  in  case  of  an  appeal,  for  the  lands  and  real  estate 
taken  by  this  act,  it  shall  oe  lawful  for  any  such  boards  of 
chosen  freeholders  to  cause,  by  resolution,  the  bonds  of  such 
county,  in  the  name  of  such  board  of  chosen  freeholders,  to 
be  issued  for  the  same,  in  such  sums  as  such  board  may  deem 
proper,  and  that  money  realized  from  such  bonds  shall  be 
paid  to  the  county  collector,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  the 
payment  of  said  awards  and  dama^  as  directed  by  resolu- 
tion of  such  board ;  that  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
by  this  section  of  this  act  may  be  either  coupon  or  roistered 
bonds,  as  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  may  determine,  and 
the  same  shall  be  made  payable,  both  principal  and  interest^ 
at  the  office  of  the  county  collector  of  such  county,  and  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  bv  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of 
such  county,  upon  the  orders  and  resolutions  thereof,  either 
upon  bids  for  the  same,  duly  advertised  for,  or  otherwise ; 
provided,  that  said  bonds  shall  in  no  case  be  sold  at  less  than 
par ;  the  director  of  such  board  and  the  county  collector  of 
such  county  shall  sign  said  bonds,  and  the  same  shall  be 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  county,  and  the  county  collector 
shall  number  and  raster  the  same,  and  registered  bond& 
may  be  exchanged  ror  coupon  bonds,  and  coupon  bonds- 
exchanged  for  roistered  bonds,  at  the  request  of  the  holder 
thereof;  provided,  that  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders,  by 
resolution,  shall  consent  to  such  exchange ;  and  said  bonds, 
shall  bear  such  interest  as  such  board  shall  determine,  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  said  interest  shall 
be  paid  semi-annually,  and  the  said  bonds  shall  have  such 
time  to  run  as  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  may,  at  the 
time  of  the  issue  thereof,  by  resolution,  determine,  not 
exceeding  thirty  years. 

10.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  such  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders  shall,  each  year,  place  in  the  tax  levy  for  such 
county  for  such  year,  so  long  as  such  bonds  shall  run,  a, 
sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  interest  on  said  bonds  during  such 
year,  and  also  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  principal  of  said 
bonds  falling  due  within  the  year,  the  same  to  be  levied  and 
raised  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied 
and  raised. 

1 1 .  And  be  it  enacted.  That  said  board  shall  have  the  full 
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power  to  lay  oat,  open,  construct,  improve  and  maintain 
such  public  road,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  act ;  that  such  board  shall  establish  and  determine  the 
width  of  the  carriage-way  and  sidewalks  of  said  road ;  pro-  Proviao. 
vided,  that  both  carriage-way  and  sidewalk  shall  be  one 
hundred  feet  in  width  and  no  more  nor  less ;  and  shall  con- 
struct said  road  by  grading  the  same  in  such  way  and  man- 
ner, and  according  to  such  grade  as  the  said  board  shall  fix 
and  determine,  by  excavating  and  removing  earth,  rocks, 
trees,  stiunps,  buildings,  improvements  and  all  obstructions, 
by  disposing  of  such  portion  thereof  as  are  not  needed  in  the 
constructing  and  improving  said  road,  to  the  best  advantage, 
and  by  filling  any  low  parts  of  the  route,  and  otherwise 
preparing  the  premises  for  such  road,  by  building  all  the 
bridges  on  such  road,  and  by  building  all  sewers,  culverts 
and  receiving  basins,  and  providing  all  necessary  sewerage 
and  outlets  for  the  same,  or  by  making  connection  with  or 
using  any  public  sewers  or  outlets  that  may  exist  that  they 
may  deem  necessary,  within  or  without  the  lines  of  sudk 
road ;  providedy  that  such  road  shall  be  constructed  upon  the  Proviao. 
trades  established  by  any  municipal  authorities  fif  any  have 
been  established),  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be,  so  as  to 
ensure  an  easy  and  even  grade  throughout  the  entire  road, 
and  in  case  any  grade  shall  be  chang^,  compensation  shall 
be  made  to  the  person  injured  (if  any  there  shall  be  injured 
by  such  alteration  of  grade^;  said  board  shall  have  power  Fuitherpowen 
at  any  time  to  improve  said  road  or  any  part  thereof  by  o'*^^*^- 
paving,  macadamizing,  or  otherwise  improving  the  road-bed 
thereof,  and  by  flagging  or  otherwise  improving  the  side- 
walks or  any  part  thereof,  by  curbing  and  guttering  said 
road  or  any  part  thereof,  by  providing  lamps  for  and  light- 
ing such  road  or  any  part  thereof,  and  may  use  in  making 
any  such  improvement  any  labor  or  materials  which  said 
board  is  authorized  to  use,  and  any  materials  now  or  at  such 
time  in  use,  for  any  of  said  purposes,  within  the  lines  of 
such  road  that  may  be  found  there,  or  that  may  have  been 
placed  there  by  or  under  any  municipal  authority  whatso- 
ever. 

12.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  all  work  and  materials  of  or  work  to  be 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  done  or  furnished  in  and  naolf  fum^h^ 
about  the  opening,  laying  out,  constructing  and  improving  ^^  contact. 
such  road,  shall  be  done  or  furnished   by  contract,  after 
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advertisement,  in  the  following  manner:  the  said  board 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  doing  any  work  or  furnish- 
ing materials  amounting  in  the  whole  to  one  thousand  dol- 
lars or  more,  for  at  least  two  weeks,  once  in  each  week,  in 
such  of  the  newspapers  of  such  county  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  and  shall  thereafter,  at  some  stated  or  special 
meeting,  award  the  contract  or  contracts  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  who  shall  furnish  such  goods  and  suffi- 
cient sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  said  board ;  all  bids 
must  be  opened  at  a  regular  or  special  public  meeting  of  said 
board,  and  not  otherwise ;  but  said  board  shall  be  under  no 
obligation  to  accept  the  lowest  bid,  if  they  deem  it  to  be 
,  against  the  public  interest  so  to  do,  and  may  reject  all  bids 
if  they  deem  it  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  public  so  to  do ; 
and  in  case  of  such  rejection  the  said  board  shall  again 
advertise  for  proposals,  and  proceed  in  all  things  as  if  no 
Pioyiso.  proposals  had  before  been  offered ;  provided^  that  the  board 

may  in  the  laying  out,  opening,  constructing  and  improving 
said  road,  use  any  labor  or  materials  which  said  board  is 
authorized  now  by  law  to  use,  and  any  materials  now  or  at 
such  time  in  use  for  any  of  said  purposes  within  the  lines  of 
such  road  that  may  be  found  there,  or  that  may  have  been 
placed  there  by  or  under  any  municipal  authority  whatso- 
ever. 

13.  And  be  it  enadedy  That  except  to  cross  such  road, 
no  horse,  dummy  or  other  railroad  shall  be  allowed  on  such 
road  or  any  part  thereof, 
coetsandex-         14.  j^nd  he  U  enacted.  That  costs,  charxres  and  expenses 
to  be  raised  by  of  laying  out,  opening,  constructing  and  improving  such 
^*'  road  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all 

moneys  required  or  necessary  for  any  of  the  purposes  afore- 
said shall  be  raised  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  public  of  such  county  at  large,  and  shall 
be  raised  by  tax  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

15.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  payment  for 
work  done  or  materials  furnished,  or  any  expense  incurred 
in  the  execution  of  this  act  (except  to  pay  awards  for  lands 
taken  and  damages  thereto,  which  are  hereinbefore  provided 
for),  and  to  issue  them  at  such  times,  and  for  such  amounts, 
payable  at  such  periods  and  executed  and  transferable  in  such

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  thereof,  to  use,, 
sell,  dispose  of,  buy  or  traffic  in,  any  milk-can  or  cans  marked 
or  stamped  with  the  name  or  initials  of  any  shipper  of  milk 
residing  within  this  state,  or  to  willfully  mar  or  erase  said 
name  or  initials  of  any  such  shipper  of  milk  so  marked  or 
stamped  upon  said  can  or  cans. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  so  use, 
sell,  dispose  of,  buy  or  traffic  in,  any  such  can  or  cans,  or 
who  shall  so  willfully  mar  or  erase  the  said  name  or  initials, 
thereon,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  less  than  fifly  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  proceed- 
ings as  hereinafter  provided  and  set  forth,  together  with  all 
costs  of  such  proceedings,  which  said  penalty  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  city,  town  or  township  wherein 
such  offense  shall  be  committed.

thereto,  the  number  of  d^rees  Fahrenheit,  flash  test,  below 
which  the  same  will  not  flash ;  (c)  only,  such  product  of 
petroleum  as  will  not  flash  at  a  less  temperature  or  flash  test 
than  one  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit,  may  be  sold  for  light- 
ing or  illuminating  purposes,  except  where  the  same  is  to  be 
used  in  street  lamps  or  open-air  receptacles,  or  in  gas

restrictions  provided  by  the  acts  under  which  said  money  so 
lost  was  borrowed  or  raised,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  the  said  bonds,  to  be  issued  under  this  act,  by  taxation ;

of  vital  facts  and  statistics  relating  thereto,"  approv^ed  March 
eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eignty,  or  a  sup- 
plement thereto  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  concerning 
the  protection  of  the  public  health  and  the  record  of  vital 
facts  and  statistics  relating  thereto,"  approved  March  thirty-

Trenton ;  and  in  case  the  conviction  of  such  prisoner  was  or 
shall  be  had  in  any  other  county  of  this  state,  then  said  judge 
shall  order  the  custody  and  removal  of  such  prisoner  to  the 
state  asylum  for  the  insane  at  Morristown;  and  such  prisoner 
shall  remain  at  the  expense  of  the  state  in  the  asylum  to 
which  he  shall  be  removed  as  aforesaid,  until  restored  to  his 
right  mind,  and  then  if  his  term  of  imprisonment  shall  not 
have  expired,  the  superintendent  of  such  asylum  shall  inform 
the  said  judge  and  the  attorney  general  of  his  recovery,  where- 
upon he  shall  be  remanded  to  the  prison  to  serve  out  the 
unexpired  portion  of  his  term  of  imprisonment.

the  managers  thereof,  to  the  superintendent  of  the  asylum 
for  the  insane  at  Morristown,  there  to  remain,  at  the  expense 
of  the  state,  until  restored  to  his  right  mind  and  returned  to- 
the  state  prison,  or  discharged  according  to  law.

CHAPTER  C:5tXVII. 

An  Act  to  prevent  fraudulent  voting  at  elections. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  Senaie  and  Oeneral  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  boards  of  chosen  free- 
holders of  each  county  of  the  first  class  and  the  common 
councils  or  board  of  aldermen  of  each  city  of  the  first  class, 
shall,  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  recjuire,  provide  and  keep 
in  good  repair,  ballot  boxes  for  the  use  of  each  ward,  town- 
ship or  election  district,  which  box,  when  completed,  shall 
be  eleven  inches  in  length,  width  and  depth,  interior  meas- 
urement, as  near  as  may  be,  the  top  and  bottom  to  be  made 
of  hard  wood,  one  inch  thick  and  fourteen  inches  in  width 
and  length,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  the  four  sides  of  plate 
glass,  at  least  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  thick,  and  so  clear 
that  the  inside  of  the  box  can  be  plainly  seen  through  it ; 
and  the  four  glass  sides  shall  be  closely  fitted  and  fastened 
by  glass  cement  into  proper  grooves,  one-half  of  an  inch 
deep,  as  near  as  may  be,  both  in  the  top  and  bottom  of  the 
box ;  each  of  the  four  corners  formed  by  the  glass  portions 
of  the  box  shall  be  secured  on  the  exterior  by  a  strong  brass 
corner,  extending  from  top  to  bottom,  fitting  closely  over 
the  glass  corner,  such  brass  corners  not  to  extend  more  than 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  on  the  glass  sides  each  way  from 
the  corners  so  formed,  and  to  be  securely  fastened  into  the 
top  and  bottom  of  the  box ;  the  top  and  bottom  to  project 
beyond  the  glass  portions  the  same  distance  on  each  of  the 
four  sides  as  near  as  may  be,  and  to  be  fastened  together  by 
a  brass  rod  three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  as  near  as  may 
be,  at  each  corner,  exterior  to  the  glass  and  brass  corners 
before  mentioned,  each  rod  to  extend  from  top  to  bottom, 
and  through  both  top  and  bottom,  and  be  so  secured  by 
heads  at  each  end  of  the  rod  that  the  same  cannot  be  removed 
without  breaking,  cutting,  filing  or  melting  said  rod,  or 
breaking,  cutting,  filing  or  burning  said  top  or  bottom; 
each  box  shall  have  a  lid  thereto,  which  shall  be  fastened 
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with  braas  or  iron  hinees,  and  there  shall  be  on  the  lid 
thereof  three  locks  of  different  construction,  so  that  neither 
of  them  can  be  opened  with  the  key  belonging  to  another  of 
them,  and  there  shall  be  in  the  lid  thereof  an  aperture  not 
larger  than  shall  be  suiGcient  to  admit  a  sinele  closed  ballot 
therein  at  one  time',  and  the  interior  of  the  lid  thereof  shall 
be  provided  with  a  bar  or  bolt  that  the  aperture  in  the  same 
can  be  covered  thereby,  in  such  manner  that  when  the  ballot 
box  shall  be  locked,  no  ballot  or  other  thing  can  be  inserted 
in  the  same ;  the  price  to  be  paid  for  any  such  box  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars.

title  to  the  lands  so  purchased,  as  if  such  transfer  was 
specially  conferred  by  the  act  incorporating  such  society.

this  state^  to  be  incorporated  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions  hereinafter  stated :  the  pastor  of  such  church  or  con- 
gr^ation  for  the  time  being  and  four  of  the  clergymen 
resident  in  the  house  or  parsonage  connected  with  such 
church  or  congregation,  and  meml^ers  of  the  society  or  con- 
fraternity by  which  the  church  or  congregation  about  to  be 
incorporated  has  been  established,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a 
majority  of  the  clergymen  resident  as  aforesaid,  may  sign  a 
certificate  setting  forth  the  name  by  which  they  and  their 
successors  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as  a  body  cor- 
porate, and  transmit  the  said  certificate  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  such  church 
or  congregation  may  be  located,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  forth- 
with to  file  and  record  the  same,  for  which  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  one  dollar,  and  thereupon  such  church  or 
congregation  shall  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title 
so  taken,  certified  and  recorded. 

2.  And  be  U  enadedf  That  the  persons  so  signing  said  cer- 
tificate shall  be  the  trustees  of  such  corporation,  and  they 
and  their  successors  shall  by  such  name  of  incorporation  be

school  houses  and  parsonages,  and  the  lands  whereon  the 
same  are  or  may  be  erected,  and  burying  plats,  and  the  same,, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  sell,  grant,  assign,  demise,  alien  and 
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dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
any  court  of  law  or  equity;  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  order  to  perpetuate  a  line  of  to  perpetuate 
succession  in  the  trustees  oi  every  such  church  or  congrega-  sion. 

tion,  the  successor  in  office  for  the  time  being  of  such  pastor

CHAPTER  CXXXIV. 

An  Act  to  prevent  and  punish  bribery  at  primaries,  conven- 
tions and  elections. 

1.  Be  it  enactted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  penalty  for 
of  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey,  That  if  any  candidate  for  office  Offering  to 
in  any  election  hereinafter  mentioned  under  the  laws  of  this  ^^^  voters. 
state,  or  any  other  person  shall  directly  or  indirectly  offer, 
promise,  procure,  confer,  or  give  any  money,  property,  thing 
in  action,  preferment  or  other  consideration  or  valuable 
thing,  any  money,  note,  check,  draft,  credit  or  property,  to 
be  used  by  way  of  fee,  reward,  gift  or  gratuity,  for  giving 
or  refusing  to  give  any  vote  in  any  election  of  any  public 
officer,  state,  county,  or  municipal  whatever,  or  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  or  of  electors  for 
president  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  such  per- 
son either  offering,  asking  or  receiving  the  same,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  said  fine  not  to  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars,  nor  such  imprisonment  one  year  at 
hard  labor ;  and,  further,  such  person  shall,  on  such  convic- 
tion and  as  part  of  the  judgment  of  the  court,  be  deprived 
of  the  right  of  suffi*age,  ^nd  such  candidate  for  office  be  dis- 
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qualified  to  hold  any  office  to  which  he  was  elected  at  such 
election  ;  and,  further y  if  any  person  shall  mark,  in  any  way, 
for  the  purpose  of  corruptly  identifying  any  ticket  that  shall 
be  afterwards  voted  at  such  election,  with  intent  to  escape, 
evade  or  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  th^n  any  such 
person  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  said 
fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  such  imprison- 
ment one  year  at  hard  labor. 

2.  And  be  it  cTiacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  give,  offer  or  promise  to  give  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money  or  other  valuable  thing  in  action,  victuals,  drink  or 
preferment  or  other  considerations,  by  way  of  fee,  reward, 
gift  or  gratuity,  or  other  valuable  present  or  reward,  to 
obtain,  procure  or  influence  the  opinion,  behavior,  vote  or 
abstaining  from  voting  for  the  election  of  any  delegate  to 
any  convention  of  any  political  party  of  this  state,  to  nomi- 
nate any  candidate  or  candidates  for  member  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  this  state,  for  any  member  of  congress  of  the  United 
States,  for  electors  for  president  and  vice-president  of  the 
United  States,  for  governor  of  this  state,  or  for  any  candi- 
date for  any  office  in  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or 
borough  in  this  state ;  and  if  any  person,  being  a  delegate 
to  any  political  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  any 
of  the  offices  named  in  this  act,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
ask  for,  accept,  receive  or  take  any  sum  or  sums  of  money^ 
or  other  valuable  consideration  by  way  of  fee,  reward,  gift 
or  gratuity,  or  other  valuable  consideration  for  the  giving 
or  refusing  to  give  his  vote  at  any  such  convention,  all  and 
every  of  such  persons  so  offering,  asking  or  recei\ang  the 
same,  in  either  case  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court,  said  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars,  nor  such  imprisonment  six  months,  and  such  person 
so  convicted  shall  also  be  disqualified  to  hold  any  office  of 
honor,  trust  or  profit  under  this  state. 

3.  And  be  U  enacted,  That  whoever  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  give,  furnish,  supply,  offer  or  promise,  or  procure 
to  be  given,  furnished,  supplied,  offered  or  promised,  to  any 
pei'son  or  persons,  any  money,  service,  preferment  or  valua- 
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ble  thing,  with  the  intent  that  such  money  or  valuable  thing, 
or  any  other  money,  service,  preferment  or  valuable  thing 
shall  be  given,  offered,  promised  or  used,  by  any  person  or 
persons,  by  way  of  fee,  reward,  gift  or  gratuity,  for  giving 
or  refusing  to  give  any  vote  or  votes  of  any  citizen  of  this 
state,  at  any  election  of  any  public  officer,  state,  county  or 
municipal,  to  be  held  therein,  or  of  any  member  of  congress 
of  the  United  States,  of  electors  for  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  or  at  any  election  of  any  delegate 
or  del^ates  to  any  political  convention  to  be  held  for  the 
nomination  of  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  or  by  way  of 
gift,  gratuity  or  reward,  for  giving  or  withholding  the  vote 
or  votes  of  any  delegate  or  delegates  at  any  such  conventions, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both  ; 
such  fine  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
such  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  the  term  of  one  year,  and 
shall  also  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  or 
profit  under  this  state. 

4.  And  be  it  enacied.  That  any  person  not  indicted  for  the  per&ons  Diay 
acts  forbidden  as  aforesaid,  may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  ^tS^!"^^ 
any  judicial    proceeding,   against    any   person   or   persons 
charged  with   bribery,  corrupt  solicitation  or  the  offenses 

hereby  prohibited,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  withhold 
his  testimony  on  the  ground  that  he  may  criminate  himself 
or  subject  himself  to  punishment,  but  such  testimony  shall 
not  be  afterwards  used  against  him  in  any  judicial  proceed- 
ings, except  for  perjury  in  such  testimony.

comply  with  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  this  act,  he 
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shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  by  any  person  who  may  sue  for  the  same, 
the  one-half  of  such  fine  to  go  to  the  plaintiff*  in  such  action, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  county  collector  of  said  county,  to 
be  credited  to  the  funds  of  said  county.

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  section  twenty-five  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  punishment  of  crimes"  [Revision], 
and  the  supplement  thereto,  approved  February  seventeenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  also  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  prevent  and  punish  the  bribery  of,  and  attempt 
to  bribe,  deflates  to  political  conventions,"  approved  April

exceeding  fifty  dollars,  in  each  case,  or  by  imprisonment  in  * 
the  county  jail  not  exceeding  ten  days  in  each  case,  or  both, 
for'*any  violation  of  any  ordinance  authorized  by  this  act ;

or  affidavit,  made  according  to  law,  that  any  person  or  per- 
sons has  or  have  been  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  such  ordi- 
nance as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a  process  either  in  the  nature 
of  a  summons  or  of  a  warrant,  as  to  him  may  seem  most 
advisable,  against  the  person  or  persons  so  violating  such 
ordinances,  which  process  shall,  when  in  the  nature  of  a 
warrant,  be  returnable  forthwith,  and  when  in  the  nature  of

An  Act  constituting  police  courts  in  certain  cities  in 

this  state. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oe/nerai  Assembly  common  coun- 
of  the  StaU  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  S^ap^jSSft^ 
common  council  of  any  incorporated  city  of  this  state  of  the  police  justices. 
third  class  to  appoint,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  appointed 

oflBcers  of  such  cities  are  appointed,  one  or  more  police  jus- 
tices for  such  city,  not  exceeding  in  number  one  for  each 
three  thousand  inhabitants  of  sucn  city  or  fraction  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  every  incorporated  city  shall  be  enti-  pioviao. 
tied  to  at  least  one  such  police  justice. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  such  police  justice  shall  Term  of  office. 
hold  office  for  such  term,  not  exceeding  five  years,  as  the 
oommon  council  may,  by  ordinance  passed  before  his  appoint- 
ment, prescribe ;  provided,  that  the  tenure  of  office  of  all  Proviso. 
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police  justioes  in  the  same  city  shall  be  uniform,  and  shall 
not  be  changed  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  be 
appointed;  provided,  furthery  that  every  such  police  justice 
shall  be  removable  at  any  time  by  the  common  council,  on 
good  cause  shown. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  such  police  justice  shall,, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  an  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully,  fairly  and  impartially 
to  execute  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  abilities 
and  understanding ;  and  shall  enter  into  bond  to  the  city, 
by  its  corporate  name,  with  such  freehold  security  and  in 
such  penalty  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than  two- 
thousand  dollars,  as  the  common  council  shall  approve,  con- 
ditioned for  duly  accounting  to  the  proper  authorities  for  all 
moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  as  such  police  justice,, 
and  for  the  payment  of  such  moneys  on  demand  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  police  justices  appointed  as 
aforesaid  shall  have  die  following  and  no  other  powers,, 
authority  and  jurisdiction,  to  wit :

such  city,  and  also  to  hear,  try  and  determine,  according  to 
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law,  all  offenses  charged  before  him  by  oomplaint  in  writing, 
on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  have  been  committed  in  violation 
of  any  such  by-law  or  by-laws,  ordinance  or  ordinances,  for 
which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprisonment;  every 
such  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  vested  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  with  all  such  power  as  is  usual  in  courts  of 
record  of  this  state.

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  the 
adulteration  of  food  or  drugs,"  approved  March  twenty- 
fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  section 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  one  of  the  act  to  ""®'*^«^- 
which  this  is  a  supplement  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 
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1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assembly 
of  the  Slate  of  New  Jersey ,  That  no  person  shall  manufacture, 
Iiave,  offer  for  sale,  or  sell  any  article  of  food  or  drugs  which 
is  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  a  first  offense,  and  one  hundred 
dollars  for  a  second  or  any  subsequent  offense. 

2.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  section  five  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

5.  And  be  it  e^iacted,  That  the  state  board  shall  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  interest  of  the  public  health  as  it  relates  to  the 
sale  of  foods  and  drugs,  and  the  adulteration  of  the  same, 
and  make  all  necessary  inquiries  and  investigations  relating 
thereto ;  it  shall  also  have  the  apiK)intment  and  supervision 
of  public  analysts  and  chemists,  or  inspectors,  to  serve  for 
general  service,  or  for  such  special  service  or  length  of  time 
as  it  may  deem  necessary ;  and  the  board  of  health  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  meet  and  adopt  such  measures  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act,  and  of  the 
act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement,  and  prepare  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  rq^ard  to  the  proper  method  of  collecting  and 
examining  articles  of  food  or  drink,  or  drugs;  and  the 
analysts,  chemists  or  inspectors  appointed  may  act  singly  or 
associated  in  a  council  for  such  time  as  may  be  approved  or 
authorized  by  said  board.

one  hundred  dollars  for  a  second  or  subsequent  offense.

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and  when  in  the  nature  of  a  summons,  shall  be  returnable 
in  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  entire  ci'^ys ;   such 

Erooess  shall  state  what  provision  o£  the  law  is  allied  to 
ave  been  violated  by  the  defendant  or  defendants ;  and  on 
the  return  of  such  process  or  at  any  time  to  which  the  trial 
shall  have  been  adjourned,  the  said  court,  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  justice  or  recorder  shall  proceed  to  hear  testi- 
mony and  to  determine  and  give  judgment  in  the  matter, 
without  the  filing  of  any  pleadipgs;  and  the  said  court, 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  justice  or  recorder  shall,  if  judg- 
ment be  rendered  for  the  plaintiff,  forthwith  issue  execution 
against  the  goods  and  chattels  and  person  of  the  defendant 
or  defendants;  and  the  said  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  police 
justice  or  recorder  is  further  empowered  to  cause  any  such 
defendant  who  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  amount  of 
the  judgment  rendered  against  him  and  all  the  costs  and 
charges  incident  thereto,  unless  an  appeal  is  granted,  to  be 
committed  to  the  county  jail  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
ninety  days ;  but  no  district  court  of  any  city,  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  justice  or  recorder  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
any  offense  against  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
which  offense  shall  take  place  outside  of  the  territorial  juris- 
diction of  such  district  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  police 
justice  or  recorder,  as  such  territorial  jurisdiction  is*  now 
established  by  law.

by  the  state  board  of  health,  the  penalty  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  this  state ;  in  case  the  suit  is  brought  by  any 
officer  of  any  local  board  of  health  or  of  any  city,  borough, 
town  or  township,  the  penalty  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  local  board  of  health,  city,  borough,  town  or  town- 
ship; in  case  of  any  suit  not  otherwise  provided  for,  the 
penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  bringing  the  suit.  gt^^  x,^^^ 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  state  board  of  health  shall  JJJ^^^J^^ii^ 
be  authorized  to  expend  annually,  in  addition  to  all  sums  sum  annually.

may  prohibit  the  sale  or  disposal  of  said  articles  until  decis- 
ion shall  be  rendered  by  the  court,  justice  of  the  peace^ 
recorder  or  police  justice  before  whom  the  defendant  may 
be  brought. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed

An  Act  to  better  r^ulate  and  control  a  day  and  night  police 
force  in  certain  townships  of  this  state. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  certain  town- 
of  the  State  of  New  Jer««y,  That  in  townships  of  this  state  g^^^'ayteUiB. 
where  the  township  committee  has  been  authorized  by  law  fer  authority 
to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  establishment,  regulation  era  of  police. 
and  control  of  a  day  and  night  police  or  police  force,  the 
said  township  committee  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered, at  any  regular  meeting  thereof,  or  at  any  special  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose,  and  held  either  in  the  month  of 
March  or  in  the  month  of  April,  next  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  commit  and  transfer  their  said  authority  and 
power,  in  relation  to  said  police,  by  resolution  by  them  or 
majority  of  them  adopted,  to  three  commissioners  of  police 
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to  be  by  said  township  committee  appointed  at  a  meeting 
held  as  aforesaid. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  oommissioners  and 
their  sucoessors  must  be  citizens  of  the  township  in  which 
they  may  be  appointed,  and  must  have  been  resident  therein 
for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their  appointment ;  and  before 
entering  upon  their  duties  they  sh^l  make  oath  or  afiSirma- 
tion,  before  the  township  clerk,  that  they  will  well  and 
faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  as 
such  commissioners. 

.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  commissioners  shall,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  May  next,  after  their  appointment^ 
between  the  hours  of  seven  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
meet  at  the  place  of  meeting  of  said  township  committee,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  the  committee  may  designate,  and 
organize  by  election  of  one  of  their  members  as  president  to 
serve  for  one  year,  and  annually  thereafter  they  shall  elect  a 
president,  which  president  shall  preside  over  their  meetings 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may.be  assigned  to  him ; 
and  the  clerk  of  the  township,  who  is  hereby  appointed  the 
clerk  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  shall  attend  at  such 
meeting  and  perform  the  duties  of  clerk,  and  thereafter  he 
shall  continue  to  be  the  clerk  of  said  board  of  commissioners ; 
in  case  of  his  absence  at  any  meeting,  the  commissioners 
may  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  serve  as  clerk  in  his 
stead. 

4.  And  be  it  enaotedy  That  from  and  after  the  organization 
of  said  board  of  oommissioners,  the  regulation,  control, 
appointment  and  management  of  the  police  of  the  township 
shall  devolve  upon  and  be  vested  in  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  who  are  hereby  empowered  to  adopt  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and 
the  government  of  the  officers  and  persons  under  their  charge 
and  control,  as  will  secure  an  efficient  administration  of  the 
afl^rs  of  the  department;  provided,  however,  that  neither 
this  section  nor  anything  hereinbefore  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  empowering  them  to  raise  money  for  their  pur- 
poses— ^the  right  to  do  so  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and  is  to 
remain  with  the  township  and  its  committee  and  officers  as 
heretofore,  subject  only  to  such  changes  as  this  act  may 
render  necessary. 

6.  And  be  it  enactedy  That  said  commissioners  shall  hold 
office  as  follows,  viz. :  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years, 
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I 

and  one  for  one  year,  i^hich  is  to  be  determined  by  lot  at 
the  first  meeting  held  by  them  under  this  act,  immediately 
after  assembling,  in  the  presence  of  the  clerk,  and  before  the 
election  of  president ;  and  the  said  clerk  is  directed  to  make 
a  minute  of  the  same  as  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
meeting;  and  thereafter  eacn  year  the  township  committee, 
1  at  their  meeting  in  the  month  of  March  or  April,  shall  elect 

^'  a  commissioner,  whose  term  shall  be  three  years,  to  commence  , 

from  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  next  ensuing ;  but  each  of 
the  commissioners  under  this  act  shall  continue  to  exercise 
his  duties  until  his  successor  is  duly  chosen  and  qualified ; 
said  commissioners  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  no  compensa- 
tion, except  such  as  the  township  committee  may  allow  them ; 
vacancies  arising  by  resignation  or  otherwise  may  be  filled  JmS'^®*^'**®^ 
by  the  township  committee,  but  the  person  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  of  any  of  said  commissioners  shall  hold  office 
for  the  unexpired  term  only. 

6.  And  be  it  eruicted,  That  the  police  officers  and  men  Term  of  office 
appointed  and  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  under  ^^^p*'^***- 
tnis  act  shall  hold  office  diping  good  behavior. 

7^  And  be  it  enadedy  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  gen-  Repetier. 
eral  or  special,  inconsistent  with  this  act,  oe  and  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately.

CHAPTER  CXLIII. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appropriation  of  money  devoted  to 
the  sinking  fund  of  certain  towns  in  this  state. 

Whereas,  Certain  towns  in  this  state  have,  in  pursuance  of  pmrnbie. 
acts  of  ^e  l^islature,  issued  bonds,  and  have  established 
dnkine  funds  in  conformity  therewith  for  the  redemption 
thereof;  and  tohereas,  it  may  happen  that  there  be  money 
in  the  said  fund  to  meet  the  payment  of  such  bonds  and 
interest,  or  a  part  thereof,  before  the  maturity  of  the  same; 
therefore, 
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1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
commou  council  or  governing  body  of  such  town  having 
charge  of  such  sinking  fund,  and  which  was  created  for  the 
payment  of  such  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  law,  to  cancel 
all  bonds  which  they  may  be  able  to  procure  by  purchase,  at 
a  price  not  exceeding  their  par  value,  and  in  case  the  holders 
thereof  refuse  to  redeem  or  dispose  of  the  same  before 
maturity,  and  a  surplus  remains  in  said  fund,  then  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  common  council  or  governing  body  to 
invest  such  surplus  in  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  law  by 
the  trustees  of  any  school  district  lying  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  town,  and  to  hold  the  same  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  such  sinking  fund;  provided,  that  such  bonds 
become  due  and  payable  at  or  before  the  maturity  of  the 
bonds  for  which  such  sinking  fund  was  established. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

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CHAPTER  CXLIV. 

Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an 
act  entitled  'An  act  concerning  taxes,' "  approved  April 
fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and 
which  said  supplement  was  approved  April  eleventh,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  thirteen  of  said  act 
to  which  this  is  a  further  supplement  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"  13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  board  of  assessors,  when 
met  as  aforesaid,  shall  compute  and  ascertain  the  whole 
value  of  real  and  personal  estate  after  the  deduction  of 
debts,  to  be  taxed  according  to  the  value  thereof,  contained 
in  the  duplicates  of  the  several  assessors  or  estimated  as 
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aforesaid^  and  shall  fix  and  adjust  the  proportion  or  quota 
of  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  each  township  or  ward 
in  proportion  to  said  value ;  provided,  that  if  it  shall  appear  ProviBo. 
to  the  assessors,  so  met  as  aforesaid,  from  a  careful,  particur- 
lar  and  thorough  comparison  of  the  said  respective  duplicates, 
that  the  value  of  the  property  contained  in  any  duplicate  is 
relatively  less  than  the  value  of  otlier  property  in  the  county, 
they  may,  for  the  puqx)se  of  fixing  and  adjusting  the  said 
proportion  or  quota,  and  for  that  purpose  only,  add  thereto 
such  percentage  as  shall  appear  to  them  just  and  proper,  and 
warranted  by  said  comparison,  but  not  otherwise;  and  it  DutyofaaseB- 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  assessors,  at  such  meeting,  to  make  *^"' 
out  two  abstracts  of  the  net  value  of  the  taxable  real  and 
personal  property,  designating  the  amount  of  real  estate  and 
personal  property  in  each  township  and  ward,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  every  assessor  present,  and  shall  within  three 
days  be  delivered  to  the  county  collector,  who  shall  forth-  Ab«tractstobe 
with  file  one  of  them  and  transmit  the  other  to  the  comp-  ciun^^coi- 
troUer  of  the  state,  for  the  use  of  the  l^islature ;  and  each  ^^^JJifer**** 
of  the  said  assessors  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  said  meet- 
ing, deliver  to  the  collector,  whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  the 
taxes  by  him  assessed,  a  true  transcript  or  duplicate  of  the 
assessment  of  taxes  for  the  said  township  (or  ward)  completed 
as  herein  directed,  and  by  him  certifi^  under  his  hand,  to 
be  a  true  duplicate  of  the  taxes  assessed ;  and  provided,  also,  pioyIso. 
that  if  a  majority  of  the  assessors  of  the  county  shall  fail  to 
meet  on  the  day  prescribed  by  law,  those  met  shall  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  at  the  same  place,  until  a  majority  shall 
attend/' 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  efiect  imme- 
diately.

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1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Genei^al  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  in  every  application  which 
shall  be  hereafter  made  to  any  court  of  common  pleas,  or 
any  of  the  judges  thereof,  for  license  to  keep  an  inn  or  tav- 
ern, or  to  sell  malt,  vinous,  spirituous  or  other  intoxicating 
liquors  or  drinks,  the  applicant  shall  clearly  designate  in  the 
written  application  the  locality  and  building  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  keep  such  inn  or  tavern,  or  place  for  the  sale  of 
such  malt,  vinous,  spirituous  or  other  intoxicating  liquors 
or  drinks ;  and  every  freeholder  recommending  the  granting 
of  such  license  shall,  in  the  written  recommendation  to  to 
presented  to  the  court  or  judges  thereof,  clearly  designate  his 
place  of  residence,  naming  the  road,  street  or  other  public 
way,  and  the  part  thereof  on  or  nearest  to  which  such  resi- 
dence is  situate ;  and  each  freeholder  shall  also  clearly  desig- 
nate in  such  recommendation  the  location  and  nature  of  the 
real  property,  by  virtue  of  the  ownership  of  which  he  shall 
sign  such  recommendation ;  and  any  license  which  shall  be 
granted  upon  any  application  and  recommendation  which 
does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act  shall  be 
void. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  not  having  a  license  to  sell  malt,  vinous,  spirituous 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  or  drinks,  to  put  or  keep  upon 
or  near  his  or  her  dwelling-house,  shop  or  other  building  or 
place,  any  sign  or  other  device  usually  employed  or  appro- 
priate to  denote  the  sale  of  such  liquors  or  drinks ;  and  every 
person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for 
every  month  that  the  same  shall  be  so  kept  up,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  action  of  debt,  with  costs,  by  any  person  who  shall 
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«ue  for  the  same^  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
coanty  where  the  offense  shall  fale  committed. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

city  of  the  first  class  of  this  state  not  now  having  an  armory 

for  the  use  of  the  state  militia,  for  the  authorities  of  said  city 
to  build  and  erect  in  said  city  an  armory  for  the  use  of  the 
state  militia,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars.

each  yearly  term,  as  now  required  by  law ;  and  the  service 
or  execution  of  all  such  writs  or  process  is  hereby  made  as 
valid  and  effectual  as  if  the  bonds  of  such  constables  had 
l)een  so  renewed.

partly  in  another  city,  and  said  sewer,  as  constructed,  shall 
be  insufficient  to  carry  off  the  sewage  discharged,  or  to  be 
discharged,  through  said  sewer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  whose  sewage  is  carried  or  intended  to  be  carried  by 
such  sewer,  to  enlarge  the  same,  or  to  change  the  course 
thereof,  so  as  to  make  a  more  direct  discharge  of  the  sewage 
therefrom,  even  though  such  change  may  make  the  outlet  of 
the  sewer  in  a  different  city  from  that  in  which  such  outlet 
is  now  placed,  or  may  have  been  placed  when  first  con- 
structed ;  and  said  city,  in  changing  the  route,  may  replace 
any  part  of  the  sewer,  on  the  new  outlet  as  determined  upon, 
with  iron  or  cement  pipes  placed  above  or  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  sewage ;

the  bonds  of  such  city ;  provided,  that  if  bonds  are  issued  Proviao. 

they  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  shall 

be  made  payable  at  such  time  as  such  board  shall  fix,  and 

shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 

per  annum ;  and  provided  furthei*,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  proviso.

An  Act  relative  to  public  printing. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assembly  Prinu^how 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  laws  enacted  at  each  ^^^ 
session  of  the  legislature  shall  hereafter  be  printed  in  the 
same  general  style  in  which  the  volume  of  laws  was  printed 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
excepting  that  the  laws  shall  be  oollated  and  indexed  under 
the  two  heads  of  general  public  acts^  special  public  and  pri- 
vate acts ;  alsO)  the  legislative  documents  shall  be  hereafter 
printed  in  the  same  style  in  which  the  said  work  was  done 
m  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
omitting  the  index ;  the  journals  of  the  senate,  and  minutes 
of  the  joint  meetings  and  executive  sessions,  and  the  minutes 
of  the  house  of  assembly,  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  com- 
pact and  workman-like  manner  in  which  the  said  work  was 
done  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  ;  also,  that  the  public  bills  ordered  by  either  branch  of 
the  legislature,  shall  be  printed  on  good  writing  paper,  with 
pica  type,  each  page  to  contain  thirty-one  lines;  and  the  PHoeitobe 
prices  to  be  paid  for  said  printing  shall  be  as  follows :  for  ^**' 
printing  six  thousand  copies  of  the  session  laws,  the  sum  of 
thirty-five  dollars  per  sheet  of  sixteen  pages ;  for  printing

public  bills,  ordered  by  either  branch  of  the  l^islature,  at 
the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  sheet  of  four  foolscap  pages ;  and 
in  cases  where  extra  copies  shall  be  ordered  and  aelivered  to 
either  house,  they  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
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per  sheet  of  four  foolscap  pages  for  each  two  hundred  extra 
copies;  and  for  printing  the  pamphlets  and  other  papers 
ordered  by  the  l^islature,  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents 
per  thousand  ems  tor  composition^  and  seventy-five  cents  per 
token  of  two  hundred  ana  fifty  impressions  of  sixteen  pa^ 
for  press-work;  provided,  that  in  all  cases  where  taoular 
work  is  required,  with  four  or  more  justifications,  with  or 
without  rules,  the  price  for  composition  shall  be  double  the 
rates  above  stated,  and  where  matter  requires  three  justifica- 
tions, with  or  without  rules,  one  price  and  a  half  shall  be 
paid ;  and  provided  furt/iery  that  seventy-five  cents  extra  i>er 
page  shall  oe  paid  for  printing  all  indices  and  tables  of  con- 
tents, set  in  bourgeois  type,  in  the  session  laws,  journals  of 
the  senate,  and  minutes  of  the  house  of  assembly. 

2.  And  be  it  enadedy  That  the  above  prices  shall  include 
all  the  expenses  incident  to  the  printing  and  delivery  to  the 
state  treasurer  of  all  documents  ordered,  except  folding  and 
stitching  Twhich  shall  be  charged  at  the  ciu'rent  prices  for 
such  work),  and  the  paper,  which  shall  be  of  good  quality, 
and  of  the  following  description  :  for  the  documents,  journals 
and  minutes,  white  calendered  printing  paper,  twenty-four 
by  thirty-eight  inches  in  size,  weighing  not  less  than  fifty 
pounds  to  the  ream  of  four  hundr^  and  eighty  sheets ;  for 
the  laws,  the  same  size  as  for  the  journals,  and  to  weigh  not 
less  than  fifty  pounds  to  the  ream  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
sheets ;  for  the  bills,  to  be  on  good  flat  cap  paper,  weighing 
fourteen  pounds  to  the  ream;  the  price  to  be  allowed  for 
such  paper  shall  be  at  the  lowest  rate  per  pound  at  which 
the  same  is  sold  per  pound  by  paper  dealers  in  New  York 
or  Philadelphia  on  the  first  day  of  April,  and  satisfactory' 
evidence  of  the  price  of  such  paper,  within  the  said  period, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  comptroller  before  the  allowance 
by  him  of  any  bill  for  paper  on  which  any  public  printing 
shall  be  executed. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  messages,  pamphlets,  reports 
or  other  documents  which  are  deem^  of  sufficient  public 
importance  to  be  printed  and  bound  for  preservation,  shall 
hereafter  be  embraced  in  two  volumes,  under  title  of  legis- 
lative documents,  and  no  document  or  report  shall  be 
embraced  in  said  volume  unless  so  ordered  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  printing ;  when  said  joint  committee  shall  order 
any  d(x;ument  to  be  printed  in  the  said  volumes,  there  shall  be 
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one  thousand  copies  thereof  printed,  which  documents  shall 
be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  ordered  to  be 
printed;  and  the  governor's  annual  and  other  messages  shall 
be  classed  as  document  number  one  in  said  volume,  and  shall 
be  preceded  by  a  list  of  the  documents  contained  in  such 
volume  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged ;  when  any 
document  shall  be  ordered  to  be  printed  more  than  once,  (at 
periods  more  than  ten  days  apart),  the  printer  thereof  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge  composition,  as  above  provided  for, 
each  time  the  document  shall  be  printed,  and  in  no  other 
case  shall  more  than  one  composition  be  paid  for  the  print- 
ing of  such  reports  or  documents.

the  inhabitants  thereof,  and   there  are  no  public  streets

other  waters  into  which  the  sewerage  of  such  city  is  emptied, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  such  city  having 
charge  of  the  construction  of  sewers  to  lay  out  and  construct 
a  main  sewer  or  sewers,  sufficient  for  the  proper  drainage  of 
such  neighborhood,  through  and  upon  any  lands  in  such  city 
that  may  be  in  the  line  of  such  sewer  or  sewers  located  as 
hereinafter  provided;  the  proceedings  for  the  construction 
of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  and  for  the  assessment  for  the 
expense  thereof,  shall  correspond  in  all  respects  with  the 
proceedings  now  prescribed  by  law  in  such  city  for  the  con- 
struction of  main  sewers  and  the  assessments  for  the  expense 
thereof,  except  so  far  as  modified  by  this  act.

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  such  sewer  or  sewers 
shall  be  located  upon  any  land  other  than  public  highways 
or  streets,  and  such  land  or  any  easement,  right  or  estate 
therein,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  sewer 
or  sewers,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  city  to  acquire  the 
said  land  in  fee  simple,  or  any  lesser  estate  or  right  therein ; 
the  proceedings  for  acquiring  such  property  shall  conform  to 
the  proceedings  now  provided  by  law  for  the  acquiring  of 
land  for  the  opening  of  streets  in  such  cities ;  in  case  it  ^all 
be  necessary  to  cross  any  lands  of  the  state  under  water,  in 
the  construction  of  such  sewer,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
an  outlet,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  take  and  use  such  lands  for 
that  purpose;   the  money  for  such  improvement  may  be 
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raised  by  the  sale  of  improvement  oertificates^  issued  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  law  govemine  such  city ;  the  issue 
and  sale  whereof  for  the  purposes  oi  this  act  are  hereby 
authorized.

Joint  Resolution  to  congress  asking  relief  and  protection  to 
citizens  along  the  sea  coast  of  New  Jersey^  from  steam 
yacht  menhaden  fishing  with  purse  seines. 

Whereas,  The  inhabitants  along  the  sea  shore  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  in  the  habit  of  catchine,  in  addition  to 
other  food  fish,  large  quantities  of  menhaden  or  moss- 
bunkerSy  used  by  many  for  food ;  and  whereaSy  the  men> 
haden  are  naturally  inclined  to  draw  toward  the  beach, 
and  being  a  principal  ^^feed  "  for  other  and  better  grades 
offood  fish,  the  latter  naturally  follow  the  "/^ed,"  thereby 
amrding  those  persons  residing  contiguous  to  the  ocean, 
favorable  opportunities  for  securing  the  means  of  subsist- 
ence, and  also  of  furnishing  the  nome  market,  with  its 
increasing  demands  along  the  entire  coast,  as  well  as  that 
of  the  country  and  cities,  with  a  very  important  article  of 
food;  and  whereas,  the  said  persons  residing  aforesaid, 
especially' those  accustomed  to  the  occupation  of  fishing  in 
the  ocean  adjacent  to  the  beach,  have  been  and  are  being 
greatly  injured  in  their  business,  by  men  fishing  with 
steamers  and  purse  seines  from  other  states  and  territories, 
who  operate  tneir  machinery  within  a  few  hundred  yards 
of  the  beach,  by  which  means  the  life-time  business  and 
dependence  for  subsistence  of  a  worthy,  useful  and  needy 
class  of  citizens  are  being  destroyed,  the  people  deprivea 
of  a  needed  article  of  food,  and  the  eastern  section  of  the 
state  of  its  natural  sources  of  revenue  and  income ;  and 
the  aforesaid  citizens,  realizing  that  they  have  no  means  of 
competing  with  or  protecting  themselves  against  so  formid- 
able an  enemy,  are  compelled  to  seek  relief  and  protection 
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from  the  power  they  are  assured  can  render  it;  believing, 
therefore,  ae  we  do,  that  the  general  government  exercises 
jurisdiction  over  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  a  suffi- 
cient distance  from  the  beach  to  answer  all  practical  pur- 
poses ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  rr  kesolved  by  the  SeruUe  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  our  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  congress  from  this  state  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
respectfully  and  urgently  requested  to  use  their  influence 
ana  best  endeavors  tor,  and  to  ui^  such  action  as  it  may  be 
the  prerogative  and  right  of  congress  to  adopt,  in  order  to 
affoid  the  necessary  relief  and  protection  to  the  aforesaid 
citizens  of  New  Jersey,  by  prohibiting  the  mode  and  means 
of  fishing  referred  to  for  a  reasonable  distance  from  the 
beach,  that  the  natural  rights  and  privil^es  enjoyed  by  said 
citizend  from  time  immemorial  may  be  continued  and  guar- 
anteed to  them. 

2.  And  be  U  resolved.  That  his  excellency  the  governor  of 
this  state  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  respectfully  requested  to  trans- 
mit to  each  of  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  a 
certified  copy  of  the  forgoing  preamble  and  resolution.

istered bonds  of  the  state,  of  a  denomination  not  less  than 
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one  thousand  dollars  each^  for  roistered  bonds  of  a  larger 
denomination  which  have  already  been  issued  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  and  which  have  not  yet  become  due ;  propidedy 
that  the  time  of  payment  and  redemption,  the  rate  of  interest 
and  the  other  conditions  of  the  bonds  so  substituted  shall,  in 
all  respects,  agree  with  the  bonds  for  which  they  are  substi- 
tuted or  exchanged,  and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall

Upon  the  localities  will  fall  the  loss  resulting  from  riotous 
actions,  and  upon  them  is  the  burden  of  preserving  the 
peace. 

The  military  power  of  the  state  will  be  promptly  used  to 
aid  the  local  autnorities  in  their  efforts  to  preserve  the  public 
peace  and  to  protect  property. 

I  five  this  timely  notice  to  avoid  any  misunderstanding. 

I  feel  too  much  confidence  in  the  good  sense,  good  judg- 
ment and  good  conduct  of  the  people  of  the  county  of  Hud- 
son to  believe  that  the  resort  to  such  an  extraordinary  and 
harsh  measure  will  be  made  necessary.

to  said  trustees  in  their  corporate  name,  with  security  to  be

6.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  in  case  the  commissioners  or  the  Proceedinga  in 
owner  or  owners  of  the  said  land  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  ^^  °  ***"** " 
the  award  of  the  appraisers  named  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  shall  apply  to  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
at  the  next  term  after  filing  of  the  said  award,  the  court 
shall  have  power,  upon  good  cause  shown,  to  set  the  same 
y^  aside,  and  thereupon  to  direct  a  proper  issue  for  the  trial 

of  the  said  controversy  to  be  formed  between  the  said 
parties,  and  to  order  a  jury  to  be  struck,  and  a  view  of 
the  premises  to  be  had,  and  the  said  issue  to  be  tried  at 
the  next  circuit  coui't  to  be  holden  in  said  county,  upon 
the  like  notice  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  issues  in 
the  said  court  are  tried ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
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jury  to  assess  the  value  of  the  said  land  or  damages  sustained, 
and  if  they  shall  find  a  greater  sum  than  the  said  appraisers 
shall  have  awarded  in  favor  of  the  said  owner  or  owners, 
then  judgment  therefor,  with  (josts,  shall  be  entered  against 
said  commissioners,  and  execution  awarded  therefor ;  but  if 
the  said  jury  shall  be  applied  for  by  the  said  owner  or 
owners,  and  shall  find  the  same  or  a  less  sum  than  the 
commissioners  shall  have  offered  or  the  said  appraisers 
awarded,  then  the  said  costs  to  be  paid  by  said  applicant 
or  appUcants,  and  either  deducted  out  of  the  said  sum 
found  by  the  said  jury,  or  execution  awarded  therefor,  as 
the  court  shall  direct ;  but  such  application  shall  not  pre- 
vent the  commissioners  from  taking  or  laying  pipes 
through  said  lands  upon  the  award  of  the  appraisers,  the 
value  or  damages  being  first  paid,  or  upon  a  refusal  to  re- 
receive  the  same,  upon  a  tender  thereof,  or  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof  being  under  any  legal  disability,  the  same 
being  first  paid  into  the  court  of  chancery. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  become 
necessary  to  make  any  repairs  or  alterations  in  any  pipes, 
which  may  have  been  laid  through  any  private  lands, 
either  by  virtue  of  the  preceding  section,  or  by  agreement 
with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  water  commissioners,  with  their  workmen  and  agents, 
and  with  necessary  vehicles,  tools  and  implements,  to 
enter  upon  said  lands,  and  make  the  necessary  repairs 
and  alterations,  doing  no  unnecesssary  damage  ;  provided 
always^  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  protect  the  said  water  commissioners,  or 
their  workmen  or  agents,  from  any  action  that  may  be 
brought  against  them,  individually,  by  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  lands,  for  any  damage  which  they  may  have 
wilfully  or  unnecessarily  done. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  work  and  materials,  which 
the  said  water  commissioners  are  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  procure,  shall  be  obtained  by  contract,  whenever  the 
expenditure  for  any  particular  work  and  material  shall  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  dollars,  and  that  notice  shall  be  given 
by  said  water  commissioners  by  public  advertisement,  so 
that  ample  time  may  be  given  for  the  reception  of  pro- 
posals therefor  ;  in  any  advertisement,  the  proposals  in- 
vited shall  be  set  forth  with  as  much  precision  as  possi- 
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ble,  and  it  shall  be  distinctly  stated  in  such  advertise- 
ment, that  no  *  extra  allowance  above  the  contract  price 
agreed  npon  will  be  made  under  any  pretext  whatsoever  ; 
each  contract  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  to  w  awarded  to 
bidder  therefor,  who  shall  give  bond,  with  ample  security,  who  shaii  gwe 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract ;  '  all  such 
bonds  shall  be  executed  to  the  town  in  its  corporate 
name,  and  deposited  for  safe  keeping  with  the  clerk  of 
said  town,  and  no  extra  allowances  shall  be  made  by  said 
water  commissioners  to  any  contractor  or  contractors  ;  all 
contracts  involving  a  greater  amount  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  and  all  contractors'  bonds,  shall  be  presented  to 
and  approved  of  by  the  governing  power  of  said  town, 
before  said  contract  shall  take  effect. 

8.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  when  said  works  shall  have 
been  sufficiently  completed,  the  said  water  commissioners  completed  com 
shall  have  authority  to  furnish  water  to  individuals,  and  aithon'Sd  to

to  establish  such  general  rates  of  price  and  time  of  pay-  &c. 
ment  thereof  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  prescribe 
such  rules,  regulations,  conditions  and  restrictions  as  to 
the  use  of  water,  as  may,  in  their  opinion,  be  necessarj' 
to  prevent  abuse  ;  the  said  water  commissioners  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  stop  off  the  water 
from  any  premises,  the  owner  or  occupants  of  which  shall 
have  neglected  to  pay  such  price,  at  the  time  specified 
for  the  payment  thereof,  or  shall  have  violated  or  permitted 
the  violation  of  any  of  said  rules,  regulations,  conditions, 
or  restrictions  ;  and  whenever  the  said  water  commission- 
el's  shall  have  caused  the  water  to  be  stopped  off  from 
.  any  premises,  for  either  of  the  causes  aforesaid,  they

other  governing  body,  that  the  amount  claimed  against 
such  delinquent  is  justly  due  and  unpaid,  and  that  the 
same  has  been  demanded  as  required  by  this  act.

ther period  of  two  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  this  act  proviso. 
shall  not  apply  unless  money  has  been  actually  expended 
in  surveys,  or  locations  of   route,  or  in  acquisition  of 
right  of   way,  or  in  construction  ;   and  provided  further^  proviw. 
that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  corporation  unless 
such  corporation  shall  first  and  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  exercise  of   any  power  granted  by  this  act,  file  in

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any  and  all  services  required  to  be  performed  by  said 
clerks,  and  shall  be  paid  to  said  clerks  in  quarterly  pay- 
ments, by  the  collectors  of  said  cotmties  respectively, 
and  all  fees,  costs  and  compensation  that  are  now  allowed 
said  clerks  for  services  in  the  courts  of  said  counties  shall 
be  taxed  in  all  bills  of  costs  the  same  as  they  are  now

An  Act  authorizing  city  boards  having  the  control  of  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  water  to  issue  bonds  for  the 
payment  of  indebtedness  and  for  the  construction,  ex- 
tension and  maintenance  of  water  works. 

1.  Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  o/^"d*JSJS2f&8ue 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  anyJJy^^^gJS,^^** 
board  in  any  city  of  this  state  having  the  control  of  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  addition  to  the  bonds 
already  issued,  .to  issue  water  bonds  in  the  name  and 
under  the  seal  of  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  any 
such  city  aforesaid  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  bear  interest  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  and  to  make  said  bonds  redeemable  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  thereof, 
which  bonds  such  board  aforesaid  may  negotiate  and  sell 
for  the  best  price  that  can  be  obtained  therefor,  not  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  and 
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such  board  is  hereby  required  to  apply  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  such  bonds  to  the  payment  of  the  temporary 
loans  and  floating;  indebtedness  due  or  which  may  here- 
after be  contracted  by  such  board  ;  and  such  bonds  shall 
be  issued  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  and  the  same  liability  for  the  payment  of 
the  same  on  the  part  of  such  city  as  is  prescribed  by  law 
respecting  water  bonds  heretofore^  issued  by  or  on  behalf 
of  such  board. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  the  exten- 
sion of  street  water  mains  by  any  such  board  of  any  city 
of  this  state,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  board  to  issue 
bonds  in  the  name  and  under  the  seal  of  the  city  afore- 
said, in  addition  to  the  bonds  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  authorized  to  be  issued,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  such  bonds 
shaU  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 
per  annum,  and  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof,  which 
bonds  such  board  may  sell  for  the  best  price  such  board 
can  obtain  for  the  same,  but  not  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof ;  and  such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and 
with  the  same  liability  for  the  payment  thereof  on  the  part 
of  any  such  city,  as  is  prescribed  by  law  respecting  water 
bonds  heretofore  issued  by  such  board ;  provided,  that 
the  annual  issue  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  bonds  by 
such  board  hereby  authorized,  shall  wholly  cease  when- 
ever the  net  revenue  received  by  such  board  from  water 
rents  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  twenty  thous0,nd  dollars 
annually,  in  excess  of  the  annual  running  expenses  of 
such  board  and  the  interest  necessary  to  be  paid  on  the 
bonds  heretofore  and  hereafter  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of 
any  such  board  and  in  any  event  shall  cease  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two ;  and  pro- 
vided,  farther,  that  whenever  the  net  revenue  received 
from  water  rents  by  such  board  shall  exceed  the  amount  of 
the  running  expenses  thereof  during  any  year,  together  with 
the  interest  paid  during  such  year,  by  such  board,  on  the 
bonds  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  board,  then  during 
the  succeeding  year  thereafter  such  board  shall  issue  only 
so  much  of  such  annual  sum  of    bonds,  by  this  section 
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authorized  to  be  issued,  as  shall  be  necessary,  together 
with  such  excess  in  receipts  from  water  rents  over  the 
running  expenses  and  interest  aforesaid  to  make  up  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  pui-pose  aforesaid. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  order  to  create  a  fund  for  Fund  for  re- 
the  payment  at  their  maturity  of  the  bonds  by  the  pro-  bSSEf/hiw' 
visions  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act  authorized  to^'***®**'^-  ^ 
be  issued  by  said  boards  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  board,  at  the  beginning  of  each  municipal  year, 
to  make  a  careful  and  accurate  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money,  which  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the  sum  of  three 
per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  city 
board  having  the  control  of  the  finance  of  such  city  at  or  be- 
fore the  first  regular  meeting  of  such  board  in  the  month  of 
March  in  each  year ;  and  such  board  aforesaid  shall  there- 
upon assess  and  levy  the  said  sum  by  the  tax  ordinance 
or  resolution  of  that  year,  and  all  proceedings  in  relation 
to  the  collection  of  the  same,  and  the  an-ears  thereof, 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  in  relation  to  the  other  taxes  of 
such  city  aforesaid ;  the  city  treasurer  of  such  city  shall 
keep  his  account  of  the  moneys  so  received  separately 
from  his  other  accounts,  and  shall  pay  over  the  moneys 
so  by  him  received  to  the  sinking  fund  commissioners  of 
such  citv,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each 
and  every  year ;  and  in  case  the  amount  so  assessed  and 
raised  in  any  vear  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  or  less 
than  sufficient  than  the  said  sum  of  three  per  centum  of 
the  amount  of  bonds  issued  by  such  board  under  the 
provisions  of  tliis  act,  then  such  excess  or  deficiency  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  be  reported  by  such  board  to  the 
board  having  the  control  of  the  finances  of  such  city  in

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and  such  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  respec- 
tively shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations respecting  the  care  and  management  of  the  said 
fund  as  such  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  respec- 
tively shall  deem  proper  and  expedient,  but  in  no  other 
way  shall  any  part  of  such  fund  at  any  time  be  used  in 
any  manner  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  the  said  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  respec- 
tively shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  said  fund,  in 
distinct  and  separate  books  of  account,  and  shall  annu- 
ally make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  condition  and 
state  of  such  fund  to  the  city  board  of  their  respective 
cities  having  the  control  of  the  finances  thereof. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  no  city  board  shall  exercise 
any  power  under  this  act  while  the  bonded  indebtedness 
of  such  city  exceeds  fifteen  per  centum  of  its  ratables 
liable  to  municipal  taxation  in  such  city. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  such  city  board  shall  re- 
quire the  board  having  the  control  of  the  finances,  of  any 
city,  to  raise  by  direct  tax  any  sum  for  interest  or  defi- 
ciency on  water  account,  exceeding  eighty  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.

CHAPTEE  XXXVIII. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  formation  and  regulation  of  co- 
operative societies  of  workingmen. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  FormAUon  or 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey y  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  SSf^*"'  **'" 
number  of  persons,  not  less  than  seven,  residents  in  this 
state,  to  associate  themselves  into  a  society  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  on  any  lawful  mechanical,  mining,  man- 
ufacturing or  trading  business,  or  for  the  purpose  of  trad- 
ing and  dealing  in  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  or 
chattels,  or  for  the  purpose  of  buying,  selling,  settling, 
owning,  leasing  and  improving  real  estate  and  erecting 
buildings  thereon,  within  this  state,  upon  making  and 
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filing  a  certificate  of  association,  in  writing,  in  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  as  such  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  corporation,  and  to  possess  all  the  powers  incident 
thereto. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  such  certificate  of  association 
shall  set  forth  : 

I.  The  name  assumed  to  designate  such  society  and  to 
be  used  in  its  business  and  dealings,  which  name  shall 
have  the  word  "  co-operative "  as  a  distinguishing  part 
thereof,  but  shall  in  no  respect  be  similar  to  that  of  any 
other  society  organized  under  this  act ; 

II.  The  place  or  places  in  this  state,  where  the  busi- 
ness of  such  society  is  to  be  conducted  and  the  location 
of  the  principal  office  of  the  same  ; 

III.  The  objects  for  which  the  society  shall  be  formed  ; 

IV.  The  total  amount  of  capital  stock  of  such  society, 
the  number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  di\dded,  the 
par  value  of  each  share,  the  manner  in  which  the  instal- 
ments on  the  shares  shall  be  paid,  the  number  of  shares 
subscribed,  and  the  amoimt  actually  paid  in  cash  on 
account  of  the  same  ; 

V.  The  terms  of  admission  of  the  members ; 

VI.  Mode  of  application  of  profits  ; 

VII.  The  mode  of  altering  and  amending  the  certificate 
of  association  and  the  by-laws  of  the  society. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  certificate  of  associ- 
ation shall  be  signed  by  the  persons  originally  associating 
themselves  together,  and  shall  be  proved  or  acknowle^ed 
by  at  least  seven  of  them,  before  an  officer  qualified  to 
take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  of  real  estate,  and  after 
being  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics 
of  labor  and  industries,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  principal  office  or  place 
of  business  of  such  society  shall  be  established,  and  a 
copy  of  such  ceiiiifieate  shall  be  filed  m  the  office  of  the 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor  and  industries. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  business  of  every  sucb 
society  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  a  board  of 
not  less  than  five  directors,  who  shall  respectively  be 
members  of  said  society  and  shall  be  annually  elected  at 
such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws 
of  the  society,  and  one  of  such  directors  shall  be  chosen 
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president  and  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  treasurer,  and 
such  directors  and  officers  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  ;  and  that 
such  society  shall  also  have  a  secretary  and  such  oiheroffloen, 
officers,  agents  and  factors  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
on  its  business,  and  shall  choose  them  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  thereof. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  Th&t  the  first  meeting  of    suchjiratmwtingto 
society  shall  be  called  by  a  notice  signed  by  a  majority  of  nouoe,4c. 
the  persons  named  in  the  certificate  of   association,  and 
designating  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  meeting, 

and  shall  be  personally  served  on  all  the  persons  signing 
said  certificate,  or  by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  where  such  society  shall  have  been 
incorporated,  if  such  personal  service  cannot  be  made  ; 
and  at  such  meeting  so  called,  or  at  any  adjourned  meet- 
ing thereof,  a  majority  of  the  persons  so  signing  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
shall  have  power  to  elect  the  directors  and  other  officers 
provided  for  in  section  fourth  (4)  of  this  act,  who  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  duly  qualify,  and  to  adopt  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  such 
society. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  TYiAt  the  by-laws  of  such  society  what  by-uw» 
shall  provide:  shiaiprovw 

I.  For  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  thereof,  and 
such  other  regular  and  special  meetings  as  may  be  deemed 
desirable,  the  number  of  members  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  right 
of  voting  at  the  same  ; 

n.  For  the  election  of  directors  and  other  officers, 
agents  and  factors,  and  their  respective  powers  and 
duties ;

VI.  Whether  and  by  what  authority  any  part  of  the 
capital  may  be  invested  in  or  on  security  of  another 
society  through  which  its  products  are  disposed  of  or  its 
supphes  secured  ; 

VII.  Whether  and  to  what  extent  credit  in  its  buniness 
transactions  may  be  given  or  taken  ; 

VIII.  In  what  sum  and  with  what  sureties  the  treasurer 
and  other  fiduciary  officers  or  agents  shall  give  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties  ; 

IX.  For  the  audit  of  accounts  ; 

X.  For  the  distribution  of  the  net  profits ; 

XI.  For  the  custody,  use  and  device  of  the  seal,  which 
shall  bear  the  corporate  name  of  the  society.

boards  and  officers  of  said  city  and  such  I'egiment  of  the 
national  guard  of  this  state  as  may  be  organized  in  said 
city.

Whereas,  Henry  B.  Pierson,  Elias  W.  Leavenworth  and  p«»mbie 
Chauncey  M.  Depew,  commissioners  duly  appointed  on 
the  part  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  Abraham 
Browning,  Thomas  N.  McCarter  and  George  H.  Cook, 
commissioners  duly  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  state 
of  New  Jersey,  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  and  agree- 
ing upon  the  true  location  of  the  northera  boundary

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passed  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred

Thomas  N.  McCarter  and  George  H.  Cook  have  been 
duly  appointed  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  state 
of  New  Jersey  under  said  act : 
And  whereas.  By  a  supplement  to  the  last  said  act,  ap-  preamble, 
proved  on"  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March,  1881,  the 
commissioners  under  the  last  said  act  were,  in  addition 
to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  last  said  act,  also 
authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  proceed  to  ascertain 
and  agree  upon  the  location  of  the  northern  boundary 
line  between  the  states  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey, 
as  originally  established  and  marked  with  monuments ; 
and  in  case  any  monuments  are  found  dilapidated  or 
removed  from  their  original  location,  said  commis- 
sioners were  authorized  to  renew  and  replace  them  in  a 
durable  manner  in  their  original  positions,  and  to  erect 
such  additional  monuments  at  such  places  on  said  line 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  designation 
of  the  boundary  line  of  said  states  : 
And  whereas.  The  said  commissioners  acting  for  and  on  preamwe. 
behaK  of  their  respective  states,  have  entered  upon  the 
performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
said  acts,  and  have,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  to 
them  severally  given  as  aforesaid,  agreed,  and  hereby 
do  agree,  as  foUows : 

First  The  line  extending  from  the  Hudson  river  on  the  Boundary  una 
east  to  the  Delaware  on  the  west,  as  the  same  was  laid"*'^'*^^'*'* 
down  and  marked  with  monuments  in  1774,  by  William 
Wickham  and  Samuel  Gale,  commissioners  on  the  part  of 
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the  tben  colony  of  New  York,  duly  appointed  for  that 
purpose  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  assembly  of  the 
colony  of  New  York,  passed  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1771,  entitled  "An  act  for  establishing  the  boun- 
dary or  partition  line  between  the  colonies  of  New  York 
and  Nova  Cresarea,  or  New  Jersey,  and  for  confirming 
titles  and  possession,"  and  John  Stevens  and  Walter 
Rutherford,  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  then  colony 
of  New  Jersey,  duly  appointed  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of 
the  assemblv  of  the  colony  of  New  Jersey,  passed  on  the 
twenty-third  day  of  September,  1772,  entitled  "An  act  for 
establishing  the  boundary  or  partition  line  between  the 
colonies  of  New  York  and  Nova  Ciesarea,  or  New  Jersey, 
and  for  confirming  titles  and  possession,"  which  said  hne 
has  since  been  acknowledged  and  recognized  by  the  two 
states  as  the  limit  of  their  respective  territory  and  juris- 
diction, shall,  notwithstanding  its  want  of  conformity  to 
the  verbal  description  thereof,  as  recited  by  said  commis- 
sioners, continue  to  be  the  boundary  or  partition  line 
between  the  said  two  states ;  provided^  that  wherever 
upon  said  line  the  location  of  one  or  more  of  the  monu- 
ments erected  by  said  commissioners  in  1774,  has  been 
lost,  and  cannot  otherwise  be  definitely  fixed  and  deter- 
mined, then  and  in  that  case,  and  in  every  case  where  it 
is  required  to  establish  intervening  points  on  said  line,  a 
straight  line  drawn  between  the  nearest  adjacent  monu- 
ments, whose  localities  are  ascertained,  shall  be  under- 
stood to  be,  and  shall  be,  the  true  boundary  line. 

Second,  The  monumental  marks  by  which  said  boundary 
line  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  recognized  are  hereby 
declared  to  be :  Jirsty  the  original  monuments  of  stone 
erected  in  1774,  along  said  line  by  the  commissioners 
aforesaid,  as  fche  same  have  been  restored  and  re-estab- 
lished in  their  original  positions  by  Edward  A.  Bowser, 
surveyor  on  the  part  of  New  Jersey,  and  Henry  W. 
Clarke,  surv^eyor  on  the  part  of  New  York,  duly  appointed 
by  the  parties  hereto  ;  second,  the  new  monuments  of 
granite  erected  by  the  aforesaid  surveyors  at  intervals  of 
one  mile,  more  or  less,  along  said  line,  and  numbered 
consecutively,  beginning  from  the  Hudson  river,  and  sev- 
erally marked  on  the  northerly  side  with  the  letters  N.  Y., 
and  on  the  southerly  side  with  the  letters  N.  J. ;  and 
third  the  monuments  of  granite  erected  by  the  aforesaid 
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surveyors  at  intervening  points  on  said  line  at  its  inter- 
section with  public  roads,  railroads  and  rivers,  and  sever-^ 
ally  marked  by  them  on  the  northerly  side  with  the  letters 
N.  T.,  and  on  the  southerly  side  with  the  letters  N.  J. ; 
and  fourth,  the  terminal  monuments  erected  at  the  western 
terminus  of  said  line  at  the  confluence  of  the  Delaware 
and  Navesink  rivers,  and  the  terminal  monument  erected 
on  the  brow  of  the  rock  called  the  Palisades,  near  the 
eastern  terminus,  and  the  rock  lying  and  being  at  the  foot 
of  the  Palisades  on  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  and 
marked  as  the  original  terminal  monument  of  said  line 
established  in  1774,  as  the  same  are  described  in  a  joint 
report  made  to  the  parties  hereto  by  Elias  W.  Leaven- 
worth, commissioner  on  the  part  of  New  York,  and  George 
H.  Cook,  commissioner  on  the  part  of  New  Jersey. 

Third,  The  field-books   of    said  surveyors,  containing  piew  books, 
the  descriptions  of  the  locations,  of    the  several  monu-sunreySi^.Ac, 
ments  erected  by  them,  and  of  the  witness  marks  thereto,  of  secretarieiof 
the  report  of  said  surveyors  containing  the  account  of  JStes  to  ^^17-'' 
their  work  in  ascertaining  and  marking  said  line,  together  Sraai%nt  and 
with  the  topographical  map  of  said  line  and  the  vicinity  SlSS' of 
thereof,  and  the  several  documents  and  books  of  record  *~"'**'*^^'  ""*• 
containing    the    transactions    of    the   parties   aforesaid, 
having  been  duly  authenticated  and  attested  by  the  sig- 
natures of  the  said  commissioners,  and  placed  on  file  m 
the  offices  of  the  secretaries  of  state  of   the  two  states, 
shall  constitute  the  permanent  and  authentic  records  of 
said  boundary  line,  and  are  hereby  adopted  by  the  parties 
hereto,  and  made  part  of  this  agreement. 

Fourth,  This  agreement  shaU  become  binding  on  the  Agi^emeut^bind- 
two  states  when  confirmed  by  the  legislatures  thereof,  re-  Jj^^^^n,,  ^^e 
spectively,  and  when  confirmed  by  the  congress  of    the  {^'Jj^j^y^g  **' 
United  States.

fected, whereby  the  use  of  a  beU-cord  for  that  purpose 
is  superseded  bv  air  and  electrical  apparatus  attached 
to  each  car,  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  and  con- 
veniently within  the  reach  and  control  of  employes 
and  passengers  upon  the  train,  and  by  experiment  found 
to  be  certain  and  instantaneous  in  operation,  there- 
by avoiding  the  dangers  and  difficulties  that  necessarily 
attend  the  use  of  the  bell-cord,  which,  in  accidents 
especially,  is  liable  to  become  detached  from  the  bell 
or  to  be  broken  or  burned  ; 
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And  whereas,  public  policy  demands  that  railroad  cor- 
porations should  be  encouraged  to  adopt  all  reasonable 
and  approved  precautions  to  insure  the  safety  of  pas- 
sengers ;  now,  therefore ; 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  ami  General  Asaemhly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey^  That  whenever  any  railroad 
corporation  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  within  this 
state,  shall  adopt  and  hauitually  use  upon  its  passenger 
trains,  or  mixed  passenger  and  freight  trains,  any 
apparatus,  de\'ice  or  machine,  using  either  air  or  elec- 
tricity, or  both,  in  the  operation  thereof,  whereby  signals 
may  be  surely,  quickly  and  conveniently  given  to  the 
engine-men  upon  the  locomotive  drawing  the  train,  by 
employes  or  passengers  in  any  car  of  the  train,  and 
which  apparatus,  device  or  machine  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  general  manager  or  superintendent  of 
such  railroad,  then  and  in  such  case,  such  railrot^d  cor- 
poration shall  not  be  Uable  or  subject  to  the  fine  or 
penalty  or  any  part  thereof,  for  not  using  a  bell-cord 
upon  its  trains,  which  may  now  be  recovered  by  law 
from  railroad  corporations  failing  to  comply  with  the

CHAPTER  XCV. 

An  Act  to  establish  an  excise  department  in  cities  of  this 

state.

and  repeal  ordinances  to  take  effect  within  said  city  for 
the   following  purposes,   to  wit :     To  provide    for    the 
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estabKshment  of  a  board  of  excise  commissioners,  to 
consist  of  five  members,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  no  more  than  three  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the 
same  political  party,  which  board  shall  be  elected  on  a 
general  ticket  at  the  charter  election  in  such  city  next 
after  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  o£Bicers  in  said  city  are  elected  ;  provided^  how- 
ever^ that  no  voter  shall  vote  at  such  election  for  more 
than  three  of  said  commissioners,  and  the  five  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  such  office 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected  ;  that  the  salary  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  but  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  each  per  year, 
and  the  said  salary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  license  fees ; 
that  such  commissioners  of  excise  shall  have  the  sole 
power  to  license  and  regulate  or  prohibit  inns  and 
taverns,  restaurants  and  beer  saloons,  and  when  licensed 
to  revoke  or  transfer  such  license  and  to  prohibit  all 
traific  in  or  sale  of  intoxicating  drink  or  drinks,  to  license, 
regulate  and  prohibit  billiard  saloons  and  bowling  alleys 
on  such  terms  and  under  such  regulations  or  pensdties  as 
the  said  commissioners  of  excise  shall,  by  their  by-laws, 
impose,  and  no  other  license  for  such  purposes  within 
said  city,  granted  by  any  other  authority,  shall  be  lawful; 
that  all  fees  for  licenses  granted  by  said  commissioners 
shall  be  paid  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall,  in  addition  to 
his  other  duties,  act  as  the  clerk  of  said  commissioners, 
and  by  him  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  such  ordinance  shall  be 
passed  in  any  city  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  common  council  or  other  governing  body  of  such  city 
shall  vote  therefor. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  such  ordinance  or  ordinances 
for  the  creation  of  such  board  of  excise  shall  go  into 
effect  only  upon  its  approval  by  the  mayor  of  the  said 
city,  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk 
or  other  oiBcial  charged  with  such  duty  to  give  at  least 
three  days  notice  of  the  proposed  election  for  such  excise 
commissioners. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  said  excise  commissioners 
shall  give  such  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  as  the  common  council  or  other  governing  board 
of  said  city  shall  fix  by  ordinance. 
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5.  And  be  U  enacted,  That  all  acts,  and  parts  of  acts,  Bepeaier. 
general  and  special,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this 
act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

fish,  in  any  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of   this  state, 
including  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  within  three 
nautical  miles  of  the  coast  line  of  said  state,  either  on 
his  own  accoxmt  and  benefit,  or  on  account  and  benefit  of 
his  employer  ;  and  every  person  who  shall  offend  herein  Penalty. 
shaU  forfeit  and  pay  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
and  applied  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed  by  section 
four  of  this  act,  and  the  said  steam  or  other  vessel  used 
and  employed  in  the  commission  of  such  offence,  with  aH 
the  fish,  tackle,  furniture  and  apparel,  shall  be  forfeited,  vemei  to  b« 
and  the  same  seized,  secured  and  disposed  of  in  the  man-  "*"^' 
ner  hereinafter  prescribed. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  steam  vessel  found  in  any  vesaei  found  m 
of  the  waters  within  the   jurisdiction  of    this  state,  in- nouo"have*Sts, 
eluding  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  within  three *°'^" ***^"*' 
nautical  miles  of   the  coast  line  thereof,  shall  have  on 

board  of  the  same  any  purse  or  shirred  nets,  or  seine  or 
seines,  with  the  necessary  instruments  and  appliances  for 
catching  any  of  the  fish  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act ;  and  the  master  or  owner  or  owners  of   every  Penalty, 
such  steamer  or  other  vessel  that  shall  have  on  board  the 
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same  any  such  nets,  instruments  or  appliances  named  in 
this  section  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hxmdred  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  in  the  manner  and  for  the  use  mentioned 
in  section  four  of  this  act ;  and  said  vessel,  with  all  of 
the  rigging,  furniture  and  appliances  attached  to  the 
same,  shall  be  liable  to  be  seized,  condemned  and  dis- 
posed of  in  the  manner  directed  in  the  .  said  last  named 
section.

over  their  hands,  set  up  in  at  least  three  public  places 
within  the  township  where  the  said  vessel  is  held,  at 
least  five  days  prior  thereto,  and  also  served  at  least  five 
days  previously  upon  the  owner  or  master  of  said  vessel, 
if  he  can  be  found  within  the  county ;  and  in  case  the 
same  shall  be  condemned,  it  shall  be  sold  by  the  order 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  said  justices  who,  after 
deducting  all  legal  costs  and  charges,  and  paying  the 
penalty  provided  for  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
pay  over  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to 
the  owner  or  claimant  of  such  steam  vessel  so  seized  as 
aforesaid  ;  one-half  of  said  penalty  shall  go  to  the  person 
or  persons  making  the  seizure,  and  the  remainder  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state  for  the  use  of  this 
state.

That  the  fees  and  ccMsts  and 
charges  under  this  act  shall  be  as  follows :  to  the  two 
justices,  for  all  services  thereunder,  five  dollars  each ;  to 
the  person  making  the  seizure  or  watchman  placed  in 
charge  of  said  vessel  two  dollars  for  each  day  and  two 
dollars  for  each  night  that  services  shall  be  actuaUy 
rendered  ;  to  the  person  putting  up  the  advertisements  or 
notices  or  serving  the  same,  fifty  cents  for  each  notice 
posted  or  served ;  for  all  other  services,  the  same  fees 
that  are  paid  in  justices*  courts  for  similar  services.

That  where  in  any  city  of  «ppropr!*?e 
this  state  the  board  having  control  of  the  improvement  jjjj^^'»»«ie^t- 
and  re-construction  of  streets  and  sewers  has  neretof ore 
incurred  anv  indebtedness  to  a  greater  amount  than  the 
amount  of  its  appropriation  as  made  by  law  by  reason  of 
the  re-construction  or  repairs  of  public  streets  or  avenues 
in  said  city,  then  and  in  that  case  the  board  having  con- 
trol of  the  finance  of  said  city  shall  have  the  power  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  three  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  payment  of  any  indebtedness  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  the  said  appropriation  ;  provided^  how-  p«>vi«>. 
ever^  that  said  indebtedness  shall   have    oeen   incurred 
under  and  by  a  written  contract  or  contracts  legally  entered 
into  with  said  city,  or  its  proper  municipal  department, 
and  the  work  has  been  done  and  materials  furnished  as 
required  by  said  contract  or  contracts.

1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Seriate  ami  General  Assembly 
of  tlie  State  of  New  Jersey ^  That  all  the  property  of  any 
railroad  or  canal  company  not  used  for  railroad  or  canal 
purposes  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  by  the  same  asses- 
sors and  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
taxable  property  of  other  owners  in  the  same  municipal 
division  or  taxing  district ;  all  other  property  of  any  rail- 
road or  canal  company  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  as 
hereinafter  directed  ;  the  tax  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be 
in  heu  of  aU  other  taxation  upon  the  property  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  in  all  cases 
where  the  real  estate,  tangible  personal  property  arid 
franchise  of  any  company  are  assessed  and  taxed  under 
this  act,  the  shares  of  stock  and  the  bonds  and  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  such  company  shall  not  be  taxed 
in  the  hands  of  the  shareholders,  bondholders  or  credi- 
tors, except  as  hereinafter  provided.

wrhenever  the  local  city  rate  as  fixed  and  assessed  in  any 
city  exceeds  one  per  cent,  of  the  ratables  of  such  city, 
that  in  such  case  the  comptroller  shall  transmit  to  the 
collector  of  taxes  of  said  city  a  certificate  showing  the 
amount  allotted  to  such  city,  and  shall  draw  his  warrant 
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upon  the  state  treasurer  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  such 
city  for  said  amount ;  such  warrant  to  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  board  of  such  city  having  control  of  its  finances,

any  property  has  been  omitted,  shall  be  acted  upcm  until 
the  company  or  person  so  assessed  shall  be  notified  of 
such  complaint  by  five  days  notice  to  be  served  on 
such  company  or  person  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  office 
of  such  company  or  at  the  usual  place  of  abode  of

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "A  bill  providing  for  the 
founding  of  a  state  institution  for  the  instruction  and 
maintenance  of  indigent  deaf  mutes,  to  be  known  as 
the  *  state  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,' "  ap- 
proved March  thirty-first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty- two. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  section  eight  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be  and  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

[8.  A^id  he  it  enacted,  That  any  indigent  deaf  mute  of 
suitable  capacity,  who  shall  be  a  legal  resident  of  this 
state,  and  who  shall  be  not  less  than  eight  years  nor  more 
than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  and  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  institution,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  be  established 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  term  of  instruction  shall 
be  three  years  ;  provided,  that  in  any  case  in  which  it  may 
seem  proper,  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  the  term 
may  be  by  them  extended  to  a  period  not  exceeding  eight 
years  ;  and  provided,  further,  that  when  it  shall  be  found, 
m  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  that  any  pupil  now  in  the 
institution,  or  hereafter  admitted,  shall  be,  from  want  of 
capacity,  or  other  cause,  not  capable  of  receiving  the 
benefits  designed  to  be  conferred  by  the  law,  or  that  the 
retention  of    any  pupil  is  or  may  be  detrimental  to  the

shall  be  a  canvass,  on  the  return  of  the  votes,  upon  this

enty-six, on  a  plan  similar  to  the  digest  heretofore  pub- 
lished by  him,  said  supplement  to  be  approved  by  the 
chancellor  and  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  and  to 
contain,  including  the  tables  of  cases  and  index,  not  less 
than  seven  himdred  pages,  the  state  treasurer,  upon  five 
himdred  copies  thereof  being  delivered  to  him,  well  bound 
in  good  law  sheep,  shall  pay  him  therefor  seven  dollars 
and  a  half  for  each  copy  ;  and  said  copies  shall  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  same  manner  as  the  law  and  chancery 
reports  are  now  required  to  be  distributed.

ment or  tender  of  the  amount  awarded,  shall  at  all  times 
be  considered  as  plenary  evidence  of  the  right  of  any  city 
to  have,  hold,  use,  occupy,  possess  and  enjoy  the  said  land,

shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same  for  twenty  days 
after  demand  made  of  them  ;  and  the  said  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  upon  application  of  either  party,  and  on 
reasonable  notice  to  the  others,  tax  and  allow  such  costs, 
fees  and  expenses  to  the  justice  of  the  supreme  court, 
commissioners,  clerks  and  other  persons  performing  any 
of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this  section  as  he  shall  think 
equitable  and  right,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  city ; 
provided y  always^  that  should  the  said  city  or  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  of  the  land  or  any  party  in  interest  feel 
aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
he,  she  or  they  may  appeal  to  the  next  circuit  court  in 
the  county  wherein  the  said  land  may  be.

II.  To  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances,  in  lots,  streets, 
docks,  wharves,  vessels,  piers  and  all  public  or  private  places 
in  said  county  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  provide  for  the 
removal  or  abatement  of  such  nuisances  ; 

III.  To  prevent  the  spread  of  any  dangerous  epidemic 
or  contagious  diseases  in  said  county  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  to  declare  when  the  same  has  become  epidemic ; 

IV.  To  regulate  control  or  prohibit  the  keeping  of  all 
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kinds  of  animals,  birds  and  beasts,  and  the  slaughter  of 
the  same,  in  said  county  or  any  part  thereof ; 

V.  To  regulate,  control  or  prohibit  the  carrying  on  of 
aU  trades,  manufactures  in  said  county,  which  be  noxious 
or  offensive  to  the  inhabitants  of  such  county  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  which  is  attended  by  noisome  or  injuri- 
ous odors  and  otherwise  injurious  to  their  estates  ; 

VI.  To  regulate,  license  and  control  aU  night  scar- 
engers,  all  dealers  in  bones,  fat  and  animal  offal  or  refuse 
whatsoever ;  also  all  bone  and  fat  boiling  or  grease  mak- 
ing establishments,  to  regulate  and  control  the  remoTal 
of  all  night  soil  in  said  county,  and  the  cleaning  of  all 
privies,  vaults,  sinks  and  cesspools  in  said  county  or  anj 
part  thereof ; 

VII.  To  regulate,  control  and  prohibit  the  accumulat- 
ing of  manure,  compost  and  all  decaying  or  vegetable 
substances,  in  any  place  in  said  county,  public  or  private;

such  ordinance  within  such  time  as  the  township  commit- 
tee shall  direct,  not  being  less  than  thirty  days  after  the 
fifth  day  of  such  publication  as  aforesaid. 

3.  An{/  he  it  enacted,  That  if  any  owner  or  owners  of 
lots  shall  ne>glect  or  refuse  to  construct,  curb  and  pave 
sidewalks  within  the  time  limited  in  such  notice  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  committee  to 
have  the  same  constructed,  curbed  and  paved,  and  also  to 
have  constructed  all  necessary  crosswalks,  which  work 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  township  com- 
mittee, or  of  such  person  or  persons  as  they  shall  desig- 
nate for  that  purpose,  not  bemg  a  contractor  or  contract- 
ors for  the  work  so  done. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  the  work  of  con- 
structing, curbing  and  paving  such  sidewalks  as  the 
owners  shall  have  neglected  or  refused  to  construct,  curb 
and  pave,  together  with  the  work  of  constructing,  curb- 
ing and  paving  sidewalks  at  the  intersections  of  streets, 
and  the  work  of  constructing  crosswalks,  and  the 
expenses  of  surveying,  calculations,  maps,  printing, 
fees,  and  other  necessary  expenses  appertaining  to 
such  work,  shall  be  estimated  by  the  township  com- 
mittee to  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  township  committee  to 
advertise  for  proposals  to  do  said  work  and  furnish  all 
necessary  materials,  for  not  less  than  five  days  in  a  news- 
paper printed  in  the  county  and  circulating  in  such  town- 
ship, and  shall  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder 
or  bidders,  who  shall  give  satisfactory  proof  of  his  or 
their  ability  to  furnish  the  requisite  materials  and  per- 
form the  work  properly,  and  oifer  sufficient  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract  in  regard  to  time, 
quality  of  material  and  work  to  be  done. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  of  any  lot  of 
land  shall  construct,  curb  and  pave  any  sidewalk  after  the 
township  committee  shall  advertise  for  proposals  as  afore- 
said, and  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which 
the  contractor  or  contractors  may  be  limited  to  do  the 
same,  such  owner  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  abatement 
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or  reduction  on  account  thereof,  but  shall  be  and  remain 
liable  to  the  township  for  the  full  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment to  be  made  upon  such  owner  as  hereinafter  directed. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  advertisements  li^rein  wh^'g^^f "^' 
directed  to  be  made  for  proposals   shall  require :  first,  require. 

a  separate  bid  for  the  substantial  grading  necessary 
io  raise  or  reduce  the  ground  on  which  the  sidewalks 
and  cross-walks  are  to  be  constructed  to  the  grade 
which  the  ordinance  shall  estabhsh  as  the  grade  of 
the  curb  of  such  sidewalks,  and  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  materials,  the  incidental  grading  and  the 
laying  and  finishing  of  the  crosswalks,  and  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  materials,  the  incidental  grading  and  curbing, 
paving  and  finishing  of  those  portions  of  sidewalks  that 
shall  lie  in  the  angles  at  the  intersections  of  streets; 
second,  a  separate  bid  for  the  furnishing  of  materials, 
the  incidental  grading  and  the  curbing,  paving  and  finish- 
ing of  all  the  sidewalks  which  shall  be  in  front  of,  or 
border  upon,  any  lots  of  land.

Jersey,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  severally  to  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  or 
affirmation  in  the  presence  of  each  other,  in  form  as  fol- 
lows, namely :

wise taxed,  shall  state  the  gross  amount  of  its  receipts 
from  business  done  in  this  state  for  the  year  preceding 
the  first  day  of  January  prior  to  the  making  of  such 
report ;  each  electric  light  company  shall  state  the  gross 
amount  of  its  receipts  for  light  or  power  supplied  within 
this  state  for  the  year  preceding  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, prior  to  the  making  of  such  report ;  each  gas  com- 
pany shall  state  the  gross  amount  of  its  receipts  for  busi- 
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ness  done  in  this  state  during  the.  same  time,  and  the 
amount  of  dividends  earned  or  declared  for  the  same 
period ;  each  parlor,  palace  or  sleeping  car  company  shall 
state  the  gross  amount  of  its  receipts  for  fare  or  tolls  for 
transportation  of  passengers  within  this  state  during  the 
same  time  ;  each  oil  or  pipe  line  company  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  oil  or  crude  petroleum  shaU  state  the 
gross  amount  of  its  receipts  from  the  transportation  of 
oil  or  petroleum  through  its  pipes  or  in  and  oy  its  tanks 
or  cars  in  this  state  during  the  same  time ;  each  fire, 
marine,  live  stock  or  accident  insurance  company  shall 
state  the  total  amount  of  premiums  received  by  it  for 
insurance  upon  the  lives  of  persons  resident  or  property 
located  within  this  state  during  the  same  time. 

"  3.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  if  any  officer  of  any  com- 
pany required  by  this  act  to  make  a  return  as  aforesaid, 
shaU,  in  such  return,  make  a  false  statement,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjury  ;  if  any  such  company  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  return  within  the  time 
limited  as  aforesaid,  the  state  board  of  assessors  shall  as- 
certain and  fix  the  amount  of  such  receipts  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  by  them  most  practicable  and  the 
amount  fixed  by  them  shalf  stand  as  the  basis  of  taxation 
of  such  company  under  this  act. 

"  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  *  *  *  *  *  * 
that  all  other  corporations  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  and  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  pay 
a  yearly  license  fee  or  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporations  ; 
provided^  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  railway,  canal 
or  banking  corporations,  or  to  savings  banks,  cemeteries 
or  religious  corporations  or  purely  charitable  or  educa- 
tional associations,  or  manufacturing  companies  or  mining 
companies  caiTying  on  business  in  this  state." 

Under  the  terms  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the 
taxation  of  railroad  and  canal  property,"  approved  April 
10th,  1884, 1  have  appointed,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  Edward  Bettle,  Abraham  M.  Reynolds, 
Alexander  G.  Cattell  and  Allan  L.  McDerinott,  a  state 
board  of  assessors,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  execute  the 
provisions  of  both  of  the  above  entitled  acts. 

The  returns  required  to  be  made  by  the  railroad  and 
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canal  companies,  under  the  act  of  April  10th,  1884,  are 
required  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  under  section  twentv-one  of  said  act. 

The  state  board  of  assessors  will  organize  on  the  fifth 
day  of  May,  1884,  at  the  state  house,  in  the  city  of  Tren- 
ton.

The  assessors  in  each  taxing  district  in  the  state  are
